The Jury Finds Mme. Joniaux Gully of 
the Murder of Three Relatives~She Is 
at Once Sentenced to Death=Jury Out 
Onty Three-Quarters of an Hour- la- 
vestigation in Armen Shows Both 
Rides Gullty of Cruelty in the Ex- 

Brussets, Feb. 8.—Mme. Henri Joniaux, 
accused of the murder of three of her rel- 
atives, for the purpose of obtaining the in- 
surance on their lives, was, thie (Sunday) 
morning sentenced to death, The jury was 
out only three-quarters of an hour. So long, 


drawn out were the arguments of the lawyers 


in the famous cuse that the closing speech of 

the defense was not finished until 1 o’clock 

thie morning. There was a period of anxious 
waiting while members of the jury filed into 

the court-room, where their leader solemnly 

announced: 

„We find the prisoner, Mme. Henri Joniaux, 
guilty on all counts of murdering and admin- 
istering poison with the intent to cause death 
of Alfred Ablay, the brother of the prisoner, 
Leonie Ablay, the sister of the prisoner, and 
Jacques Vanden Kerchove, the uncle of the 
prisoner.” 

Then the Judge of the Assize Court pro- 
nounced sentence of death upon Mme. 
Joniaux. There were no scenes of undue ex- 
citement upon the part of friends of the pris- 
oner to break the stillness of the early morn- 


i ing. 
"ie. Joniaux, 55 years of age, of the best 


social position, was charged with the murder 
of Leonie Ablay, her sister; M. Alfred Ablay, 
her brother, and M. Jacques Van Den Kerne- 
hove, her uncle. The evidence against the 
prisoner was purely circumstantial. 

The prisoner, who is a daughter of Gen. 
Ablay, married first the well-known. biblio- 
phile and historian, M. Frederick Faber, by 
whom she had a daughter; second, a widower 
named M. Joniaux, chief engineer to the de- 
partment of roads and bridges in Antwerp. 
Although involved in debt, she undertook 
to pay the premiums on insurance policies 
for 30,000 francs ($6,000) and 40,000 
francs ($8,000), respectively, effected on the 
life of Mile. Leonie Ablay with two Swiss and 
Dutch companies. These policies,

- Progtage of Signers on Their Thorough- 
fareWhether Vetoed or Net They Say 
It Is InyalideMcGann Has Caused a 
Tempest in the Tenth Ward Because 
He Gives Iowans Good Jobs. 


Property-owners on Indiana street have ob- 
tained the figures which they say. show that 
the. Yerkes ordinance granting a franchise 
for an electric line on that street is invalid, 
and that whether or not Mayor Hopkins 
vetoes it cuts little igure. These figures are of 
the frontage on that street. Without the req- 
visite number of front feet signed to the pe- 
tition for the ordinance it is not legal. A ma- 
jority of the front feet should be signed for. 
The remonstrating property-owners say this 
was not done, and the action of the City 
Council in passing the ordinance is therefore 
@ nullity and should be vetoed by the Mayor. 

When the petition for the ordinance was 
presented it contained the signatures of prop- 
erty-owners representing 4,096 feet fronting 
on Indiana street, from State to Halsted, 
The figures of the Commissioner of Public 
Works accompanying the petition showed 
the total frontage to amount to 6,996 feet 
and the amount required, or a majority of 
the total, to be 3,499, According to these 
figures there was an excess of 507 feet in 


‘favor of the ordinance, The property-owners 


who would not sign the petition got upa 
remonstrance and succeeded in getting 301 
feet withdrawn from the petition,. This still 
left a majority for it, according to the 
Commissioner’s figures, The remonstrators 
then secured a certified plat of the street 
from the City Map Department, which also 
furnished the figures to the Public Works De- 
partment. The plat furnished the property- 
owners, however, showed the total frontage to 
be 8,530 feet. A majority of this frontage 
would be 4.266 feet, and this amount was not 
secured in faver of the ordinance. In order 
to overcome the deficiency 1,380 feet lying 
between the river and Desplaines street was 
set out as neutral ground. By what right this 
was done the objectors to the ordinance say 
they do not see, 
property in question is occupied in 
rt by the Pabst & Wacker and Birk Brew- 
ing companies, and the Northwestern. rail- 
way. The excuse for not inciuding it in 
total frontage is that the viaduct on Indiana 
street runs in front of it. A committee of 
the property-owners consisting of William 
Y. J. A. Canepa, Frank Haeden, and 
Isaac Shillington called on Corporation Coun- 
sel Palmer yesterday after having had legal 
advice to the effect the go i front 
on the viaduct should be included. Mr. 
Palmer told them it was a legal ques- 
tion as to whether this property should 
be omitted, and he therefore would 
not advise the Mayor to veto the 
ordinance. He advised them to fight it in the 
courts after the ordinance had become a law, 
With this property included the total front- 
age in the ordinance is not warranted by law, 
they say. It is further asserted that-no more 
signatures can be obtained, and the building 
of the proposed electric line on Indiana street 
may yet be prevented by the objectors. — 
The ordinance involved is a blanket ordi- 
nance, coverning electric lines on streets 
other than Indiana, and its invalidation in 
part, it is asserted, would nullify it as a whole.

DELAYS THE REPURLICAN CONVENTION, 


Vacancies in List ef Election Jadges Causes 
Leaders to Consider Postponements, 

After carefully canvassing tle situation the 
Republican leaders decided yesterday it 
would be impossible to hold the city conven- 
tion in the middle of the month and it now 
looks as. if it would not be called before the 
last week in February. There will be a con- 


tive men and the matter will be definitely 
settled. The obstacle in the way of holding 
the convention Feb. 15 was the fact there are 
100 vacancies in the list of Republican 


judges of election. Several weeks ago 
the Board of Election Commissioners 
sent word to each of the three po- 


litical committees each party would have 
the privilege of naming one judge in each 
election precinct, and the Republican and 
Democratic parties could each name a clerk. 
It was anticipated the People’s party would 
not send in recommendations for all the pre- 
cincts, and a subsequent ruling of the board 
was to the effect the filling of the vacancies 
would be divided equally between the Repub- 
lican and Democratic parties, 

It is these vacancies apportioned to the Re- 
publican party that have not been filled, and 
this is the main reason why it has been de- 
cided not to call the convention until later. 
The party leaders are anxious to hold the 
primaries under the provisions of the primary 
election law and the strict letter of the 
law cannot be complied with until 
the vacancies in the lists of judges have been 
filed. It is true the City Central committee 
could issue a call and hold the primaries and 
make the appoiatments for judges of the pri- 
mary in precincts where the Election Com- 
missioners have not selected Republican 
judges, but it is claimed this would not be a 
strict adherence to the Crawford law and it 
is not regarded as good judgment to take ad- 
vantage of this situation, as it is desired the 
utmost impartiality shall prevail in the selec- 
tion of the delegates to the convention. 

The joint political committee of the Civic 
Federation 128 instructed a committee, 
composed of J L. C. Collins Jr., George 
E. Adams, and John F. Scanlan, to wait on 
the Republican Central committee and ask 
the committee to call its convention March 
1 or not later than March 8. 


KENT NAMED IN A KENWOOD CAUCUS. 


Representative Republican Meeting Takes 
Action on Aldermanic Candidate, 

According to residents of Kenwood the 
largest and most representative caucus ever 
held in that neighborhood was the one held 
last night for the selection of a candidate for 
Alderman from the Thirty-second Ward. A 
week ago the Republicans of the Eighth, Nine- 
teenth, Thirty-secoud, Thirteenth, and Thirty- 
fourth Precincts of the ward held a meeting 
and a committee of fifteen, three from each 
precinet, was appointed to choose a man to 
present asa possible candidate.

GERMAN-AMERICAN REPUBLICANS MEET 


Club Is Formed for the Purpose of Secur- 
ing Unity of Action in Conventions. 
One hundred German-American Republic. 
ans met at the Grand Pacific Hotel last night 
and effected a permanent organization. It 
was at first decided to call the organization 


the “Central German-American Repub- 
lican Club of Cook County.” An ef- 
fort was made to have the records 


kept in English, but this was defeated and 
then the name was réeonsidéred and by a vote 
of 39 to 31 the official designation was fixed 
as Deutsch Americanisch Kepublicanischer 
Central Club von Cook County.”’

BISHOP FALLOWS DROPS THE “0,” 


Checkmates a Man's Scheme by Changing 
Home Saloon” Into a Home 8 on.“ 

Bishop Samuel Fallows says John A. Nichol 
is a self seeker and is trying to make money 
out of the Home Saloon idea. Moreover, 
the Bishop says the Home Saloon does 
not exist; it is a Home Salon now. 

The story of the eliminated o and of 
John A. Nichol’s alleged perfidy came out in 
the course of a wordy argument over a bill 
Friday night. Bishop Fallows is the origi- 
nator of the Home Saloon idea, which was 
fully described in Tun T'rreune at the time. 
According to Bishop Fallows Nichol saw th's 
account and came to see him about it. After 
getting the contidence of the Bishop Nichol is 
said to have entered into a combination with 
George S. Hanson, a restaurant man, to make 
money out of the Home Saloon.“ When the 
Bishop found this out he decided to do with- 
out Mr. Nichol. Revising his plans, he made 
up his mind to call the new plan The Home 
Salon, instead of “The Home Saloon. 
This change was made and the result was the 
frustration of Nichol’s scheme. 

Nichol had rented Hanson’s restaurant, at 


No. 69 Adams street, and was prepared to 
open ＋ the Home Saloon Monday with 
a regular flourish. 


Thinking matters had gone about far 
enough, Bishop Fallows sent to Springfield 
for articles of incorporation for the Home 
Salon.“ Then Nichol was notified that 
neither Bishop Fallows nor the People’s Insti- 
tute would have anything to do with his 
Home Saloon at No. 69 Adams street. 

This brought Nichol to the front with a 
charge of treachery and a bill of $34.90 
against the Bishop. This is a copy of the bill:

Nichol and Hanson brought this document to 
Bishop Fallows’ house riday night and 
wanted to collect. The Bishop promptly de- 
clared he had not eaten tweaty 15-cent 
meals at Nichol’s ty and refused to pay 
for more than ten. ishop Fallows was in- 
clined to repudiate the whole thing, as he told 
Nichol he felt he was payi for what was 
never gintended to benefit anybody but 
the man who presented the bill. Eventually 
the bill was scaled down to $14.75, and tne 
Bishop drew a check for that amount. 

‘“*T won’t accept that unless itis certified,” 
said Nichol. 

The Bishop rose in wrath. Going to the 
front door he openéd it, and returning to 
Nichol offered him the choice of walking out 
or——. Nichol left the house unassisted. Bish- 
op Fallows gave Hanson $14.75 and told them 
he did not care to see either of them again. 

“Nichol is unreliable, said Bishop Fal- 
lows, in speaking of the occurrence yesterday. 
He was in the temperance business for 
money and notfor the good of the cause. 
After the publication of my plaus concerning 


the Home Saloon“ ichol came to 
me and professed interest in the 
plan. Inetead of helpmg the institute 


he set quietly to work to open a ‘home ra- 
loon on his own account. He and Hanson 
fixed up a plan to have the institute buy out 
Hanson’s unsuccessful restaurant, but I heard 
of it and stopped it by changing the name of 
the plan. Nichol is an adventurer who 
thought he could prey upon the institute. He 
has a record of which Ido not careto speak. 
He and Hanson came to my house Friday 
night and insulted me. I told Nichol if he 
did not leave the house I would throw bim 
out. Nichol, I understand, will open a ‘home 
saloon’ Monday. If he doesit will be run 
for his own profit and will not be connected 
with any other organization. The change of 
the name from ‘saloon’ to ‘salon’ will also 
stop beer-sellers from using the name of the 
association.

He Tells Judge Grosscup That at the Time 
He Had Himself Appointed Receiver 
He Was Short Possibiy 15,000 share 
It Is Admitted That the Concern Is a 
Trust and Several Sharp Tilte Are In- 
dulged In- Judge Grosscup Will Decide 
the Receivership Contest Monday. 


President and Receiver Greenhut of the 
whisky trust told Judge Grosseup under oath 
yesterday that at the time he had himself ap- 
pointed receiver of the trust he was short pus- 
sibly 15,000 shares of ite stock. The decline, 
small as it was, which followed the public an- 
nouncement of his appointment, enabled 
him, according to his own testimony, to cover 
to tus extent of several thousand shares, thé 
exact amount of which he could not remetn- 
ber. These admissions on the part of the 
man against whom the Stockholders’ Protect- 
ive committee is making its most bitter fight 
surpassed in importance and interest the de- 
velopments promised by the committee of ex- 
perts who went to Peoria to examine the 
books of the trust. In defense of Mr, Green- 
hut’s action even John S. Stevens, chief coua- 
a for the trust, declared he had no word to 
offer. 

Almost equaling these revelations in im- 
portance, though it was developed only inci- 
dentally, was the brutally frank, if somewhat 
indirect, admission that the Distillers’ and 
Cattle Feeders’ company is, legally speaking, 
a trust. This admission was made in tie 
course of a colloquy between Judge Grosscup 
and Attorney Stevens. Mr. Stevens, speak- 
ing for his client, Mr. Greenhnt, argued that 
the conduct of the business under a receiver- 
ship required the attention of an expert, and 
he went on, in explanation, to detail the pu- 
culiar and involved methods of the company. 
At this point he was interrupted by Judge 
Grosscup. 

“That is the same way as with all other 
trusts, said the court, 

„Nes.“ incautiously admitted Mr. Stevens, 
e just the same way. And therefore it is 
more difficult and intricate, and it has to be 
done under powers of attorney of various 
kinds.” 

After spending two hours listening to argu- 
ments by attorneys representing the stock- 
holders, the officers, the bondholders, and 
various creditors of the company, Judge 
Grosscup announced that, as there appeared 
to be no dispute as to the substantial 
facts of the controversy, be would 
not permit the introduction of ei- 
dence, but would take the matter un- 
der advisement and announce his decision 
Monday morning at 10 o'clock, at which 
time aiso the motion to withdraw the names 
of S. I. Wormser and Charles Heinsheimer 
from the original application for the receiver- 
ship will be decided. 

Several Spirited Tilts.. 

Aside from the admissions of President 
Greenhut as to stock jobb operations, sev- 
eral spirited controversies tween attorneys 
for the various interests made the 
ings «ively. Attorney Burry, while explaia- 
ing the connection of his firm with the pro- 

ing, wes several times interrupted by 
Attorney Mayer, and the iatter, in turn, was 
charged with an animus against the whisky 
trust, because he nad drawn the applica. 
tion in the quo warranto proceedings 
now pend against the trust. At 
torney Veeder, again, who spoke for 
the bondholders, in approving the 
appointment of Receivers Greenhut and Law- 
rence was forced to admit that Mr. Greenhut 
and Nelson Morris, whose relatives and busi- 
ness partner are on Mr. Gsreenhut’s bond, 
were among his clients. 

Attorney Mayer, in his opening address, 
made an attack on President Greenhut and 
his management of the company, using many 
of the facts discovered by the experts as re- 
ported in Peoria dispatches yesterday. He 
charged the present directors of the company 
do not own in the aggregate more than 1,000 
shares of its stock; — on contrary, 
some of them have sold several thousand 
shares short and are, therefore, financially 
interested in its depreciation, as o 
posed to the interest of the stockhoid- 
ers. Against President Greenhut be 

led up a series of indictments. 

r. Greenhut was accused of beimg interested 
in cattle feeding contracts made by himself, 
personally, with himself, as President of the 
company, andin similar cooperage and coal 
contracts. 

In conclusion, at the suggestion of Judge 
Grosscup, attorneys for the stockholders sug- 
gested the names of Chairman Hartshorne of 
the Protective committee and of John J. 
Mitchell, President of the Illinois Trust and 
Savings Bank, as their nominees for receivers 
in case the present appointees should be re- 
moved by court. 


Receivers in Court. 


When the court opened the little room was 
jammed with attorneys and spectators. Re- 
celvers Greenhut and Lawrence were the two 
prominent figures in the court room. Around 
them were grouped the attorneys and the 
other interested parties. Nelson Morris came 
into the court with his two attorneys, Walker 
and Eddy. Lyman J. Gage, who. was sub- 

naed, took a seat in the rear of the crowd. 
irectors Beggs, Frieberg, Greene, Hobart, 
and Hennessey, sat behind Runnells, he 
and John A. Stevens of the trust’s counsel, 
Levy J. Mayer and Nathan Bijur, represent- 
ing the stockholders’ committee; John P. 
Wilson, certain holders of rebate certificates ; 
A. H. Veeder, the bondholders, and Julian A. 
Mack, the petitioners, Heinsheimer and 
Wormeer, of the original bill, were the other 
attorneys present, Chairman Hartshorne of 
the ‘Stockholders’ committee sat with his 
counsel. The jury in the Debs conspiracy 
case asked and was accorded permission to 
witness the proceedings, and iu charge of two 
bailiffs occupied the jury seats. 

Judge Grosscup opened the proceedings by 
asking if Receivers Greenhut and Lawrence 
were present. As they answered, he requested 
them to be both sworn, and, calling Mr. Green- 
hut to the witness chair, he asked him if he 
had speculated in the stock of the trust.

WILL NOT AFFECT THE STATE’S SUIT, 


Appointment of Whisky Trust Receivers 
Diseussed by Mr, Schofield, 

Spire, III., Feb. 2.—Assistant At- 
torney General Schofield thinks the fact that 
receivers have been appointed in the Federal 
Court for the whisky trust will not affect in 
any way the State’s suit against that concern, 
The State’s suit is now pending in the Su- 
preme Court on appeal by defendant to Judge 
Gibbons’ decree of dissolution and the opin- 
ion will likely be given in a short time, as 
briefs were filed and the case submitted at the 
January term of court. Mr. Schofield in 
speaking of the matter said: 

% We are simply awaiting the action of the 
Supreme Court. It it holds that the State is 
right the charter of the trust will be taken 
away. It is likely the defendants, in this 
event, would make an attempt to take the 
case to the United States Supreme Court. 
Should J Gibbons’ order of dissolution 
stand it would not affectin any way the work 
of the receivers appointed by the Federal 
court. The duty of the receivers would then 
be to settle the trust’s business, as any other 
partnership, Had no receivers been appointed 
and the State’s view had been sustained b 
the Supreme Court the Attorney-Gener 
would likely have insisted that receivers be 
appointed in a State court in order that no 
rights of Illinois citizens should be lost. The 
appointment of the present receivers will, 
however, not be antagonized through the At- 
torney-General’s office, and no conflict is an- 
ticipated.” 

It is asserted that President Greenhut, au- 
ticipating an unfavorable opinion from the 
Supreme Court, applied for a receiver in 
order that the trust could still be in control 
of its business. 

Ponta, III., Feb. 2.—[Special.]}—There 
were no proceedings in United States 
Court here today in regard to the receiver- 
ship for the trust. At headquarters none but 
employés was to be found, and it was an- 
nounced there were no developments. Presi- 
dent Greenhut is expected home tomorrow.

PARTY OF LEGISLATORS. 


They See the Big Ditch in Zero Weather 
and Then Enjoy a Banquet with Warm- 
ing - Up Stuff Between Courses- Member 
of the Party Surprised at the Magul- 
tude of the Undertaking=They Agree 
It Is a Stupendous Scheme and Should 
Be Pushed to a Finish.

NEW STATION AT FORT SHERIDAN. 


It Will Be Necessary to Go to Highwood, 
a Mile Away, No Longer. 

The new Fort Sheridan station on the North- 
western railroad was opened to the public 
Feb, 1 and tickets were sold from there for 
the first time Saturday. Monday the officials 
of the road will inspect the station and it will 
be formally turned over to the railroad. For 
several years the officers at the fort had been 
endeavoring to have a station erected near 
the fort, the nearest station being at High- 
wood, over a mile away. The road had 
acquired the land with a view 
to building. but for some reason the structure 
was not begun. After the strike last summer 
the officers made another request fora station. 
As a mark of gratitude, it is seid, for the serv- 
ices rendered by the army during the 
troublous times of the strike the road im- 
mediately went to work on what is now the 
finest railroad station between Chicago aad 
Milwaukee. It stands to the east of the tracks, 
is 1 2-10 miles north of the Highwood sta- 
tion and 244 miles frcm Lake Forest. The 
station is a massive-appearing structure of 
rough-hewn stone, not altogether unlike 
the American railway station, but still 
with enough suggestions of the medieval style 
of architecture in its plans to remind one of a 
castle for defense, a style well chosen in view 
of its surroundings. It is built of buff-colored 
Bedford limestone and its steep angular roof 
is of red tile. The entire length of the 
structure is 210 feet. — center 
of the main portion is heavy 
stone tower twenty-eight feet high with 
small Gothic windows near the top. 
The rooms are finished in rough plaster 
which has been stained a delicate olive green. 
The wainscoting is of red oak. The building 
has cost $15,000, and nearly $10,000 more 
will be spent in making water and sewer con- 
nections and in beautifying its surroundings.

SEARCH LIGHT HERE, 


BIG FLASHER IS REOEIVED AT THE 
WEATHER BUREAU, 


‘Secretary Morton Astonishes His Subordi- 


nates Here by Forwarding the 100,000 
Candle-Power Flashlight — It Weighs 
2,600 Pounds and Will Be Raised te 
the Top of the Tower from the Outside 
and Piaced in Position=How It Will 
Tell Chicago About the Weather. 


The big search light, which Secretary Mor 
ton has borrowed from the Navy Depart- 
ment, to be used in giving cautionary storm 
and cold wave signals from the eyrie of the 
Weather Bureau on top of the Auditorium 
tower, reached this city yesterday. One of 
the Adams Express company men walked

into Prof. Moore’s office yesterday morning 
and said: 

IT have three express packages down be- 
low for you.“ 

„Why didn’t you bring them up?’ asked 
the weather man. The expressman staggered 
a moment and then held out his book. It 
read. Three packages search light. Col- 
lect 868.“ 

This staggered Prof. Moore in turn, and he 
told the man to take the packages back to be 
held until further orders, n he tele. 
graphed to Washington to know who was go- 
ing to pay that express bill. The search light 
was billed to him, but he had no use, person- 
ally, for such a thing. Secretary Morton tel. 
egraphed back the authority to pay the bill, 
and Prof. Moore sat down and began to figure 
on what he was going todo with those three 
packages. One of them was a box six feet 
high, four feet wide and four thick, judgi 
by the space it occupied on the big truck, an 
the other two boxes filled all the rest of it. 
The boxes aggregated over 2,600 pounds, or 
more than a ton and a ‘quarter. Prof, 
Moore has never closely inspected a 
search light, and the whole plan is 
Secretary Morton’sjanyhow, so he was unable 
to give any information about it. He said 
the small tower was amply strong enough to 
sustain the weight of the light, as the walls 
‘are of solid masonry, two and a half feet thick. 
If necessary a couple of iron girders can be 
stretched across to serve asa base. The big 
boxes will have to be * on the out- 
side of the -uilding, and early Monday morn- 
ing he will hunt up a contractor who will 
guarantee the safe delivery of the gigantic 
express parcel on top of the weather bureau’s 
tower. 

The search light is probably of the type of 
the 30-inch light built by the Generai El 
tric company, of which one is in operation on 

summit of Mount Washington. The 
power of this light 1s approximately rated at 
100,000 candle power. A better gauge 
of its power is to be found 
at which this light can beseen. It is easily 
seen at Portland, Me., eighty miles distant, 
and has been reported from points more than 
a hundred miles away. The surrounding 
country, within a radius of from five to ten 
miles, can be sufficiently illuminated to make 
the reading of a newspaper as easy as in day- 
light. The actual candle power of the arc 
light, without the reflector, is 20,000. The 
motion of the projector in any direction is 
controlled by a special apparatus which may 
be at any distance away, and which can be 
made to operate automatically and,continu- 
ously. The lightis provided with an attach- 
ment by whicb long and short flashes can be 
sent to correspond with the dashes and dots 
of the Morse code, About 50 amperes will 
run the light with a fifty-volt current. 

Precisely how the searchlight will be used 
will depend larzely on the experiments to be 
made when Prof. Moore gets it mounted on 
top of the tower. He wül, if possible, use 
white and red lights, but a red ray cannot be 
thrown, experts say, more than half as far as 
a white or yellowish light. It is believed, 
however, that under favorable conditions the 
light will be visible at St. Joseph and even 
further. Whatever code of signals may be 
found most available will be used, and when 
in use the lamp will be turned continuously 
in a circle, so that the whole region around 
the city will receive the signals. 

The scheme is one of Secretary Morton’s 

t ideas, and should it prove as effective as 

e believes others will be ordered for other 
stations. It is not probable Prof. Moore will. 
be able to have the light in position before the 
end of the week.

Hayward Trial Thus Far Shows What the 
Defense Will Do. 

MrxwnzaPotis, Minn., Feb. 2.—[Special. |— 
Juror S. H. Dyer, who fainted during the 
Hayward trial Thursday, is much better, and 
it is believed will be well by Monday. The 
doctor who is attending him said this morn- 
ing Mr. Dyer had no chronic trouble to be ag- 
gravated into extended illness by his experi- 
ence of Thursday, but his fainting fit was 
brought on by the condition of the court-room 
atmosphere.

As one of the plenipotentiaries at Washington 
Sir John A. Macdonald had to constantly combat 
his tendency, notably shown by the Marquis of 
Ripon, Who was as much inclined to yield to the 
Americans as he was afterward anxious to sur- 
render to the Bengal newspapers in India and to 
Fenian threats in Ireland.

London “Statist” Discusses the Proposed 
New Railway and Its Bonds. 
Lonpon, Feb. 2.—Under the heading, “A 
Canadian Wildcat,” the Statist says: 
For a long time past efforts have been made to 
induce capitalists to underwrite the proposed 
new issue of bonds for a railway to parallel the 
Canadian Pacific from the coast to Sault Ste. 
Marie, under the title of The Atlantic and Lake 
Superior railway.“ It was intended to acquire a 


small section of road from Paspebiac to Meta- 
~ pedia, and, in the dim future, control was to be 


secured of the section of the Intercolonial rail- 
way that runs to Quebec, then the plan was 


to build 140 miles of road from opposite Quebec | 
‘to Montreal. 


Soon the managing director, C. N, Armstrong, 
who, with the President, has the audacity to is- 
sue a statement that the nét earnings of the At- 
lantic and Lake Superior can safely be estimated 
at £3738 ($1,665) a mile; proposes to issue 
$4,000,000 twenty-year bonds. The serious 
aspect of the affair which regards the British in- 
vostors is the prospectus reference toa guarantee, 
saying the Canadian Government has agreed to 
assume payment of the entire interest of these 
bonds, the coupons to be indorsed accordingly. 

Thereupon the Statist calls upon the Cana- 
dian Government for an explicit declaration 
on the subject and says: No man who knows 
Canada would touch the scheme,”’ 


ECHO OF THE JABEZ BALFOUR DEALS, 


Directors of His Companies Are Sum- 

; moned to Appear in Court. 

Lowpon, Feb, 2.—Summonses were issued 
today against George Dibley, G. B. Brock, 
Morell Theobald, Francis M. Coldweils, 
member of Parliament for North Lambeth, 
and Maj. J. T. Wright, the five directors of 
the companies promoted by Jabez Spencer 
Balfour, the former member of Parliament, 
whose extradition from the Argentine Repub- 
lic on the charge of fraud in connection with 
the Liberator Buiiding Societies the British 
Government has for a long time past been en- 
deavoring to obtain. The directors are 
charged with issuing false balance sheets and 
with conspiracy to defraud. The authorities 
have apparently been delaying action until 
Balfour was brought back to England, but 
owing to the repeated difficulties which have 
arisen in the extradition of Balfour it has 
been decided to proceed against the directors 
without him. 


Hovas Whipped Again. ‘ 
Pants, Feb. 2.—A dispatch received. here from 
Tamatave, Island of Madagascar, via Zanzibar, 
announces that the Hovas recently commenced 
to bombard Tamatave, which has for some time 
been occupied by the French troops. e shell 
fire from the French cruiser Papin and the fire of 
the French land battery, however, silenced and 
dismantled the Hovas’ guns. 


Fire on a Freight Steamer.

LIL’S GAME IS OVER. 


EX-QUEEN OF HAWAII ARRESTED AS 
AN INSURGENT. 


/ 


In Addition All the Leaders in the Late 
Uprising Are Being Tried by Court- 
Martial~Three of the Leaders Plead 
Guallty to Treason—O14 Lil’s House Is 
Searched and Bombs and Dynamite 
and Arms Found There What Min- 
ister Thurston Says of It All, 

Avcstanp, N. Z., Feb. 2.—Advices ro- 
ceived here from Honolulu under date of 
Jan. 19 announce that ex-Queen Liliuokalani 
has been arrested on tae charge of complicity 
with the insurgenta in the recent rebellion. 
In addition, all the insurgent leaders have 
been taken into custody and are being tried 
by court-martial, Three of the leaders 
pleaded guilty to treason. Martial law is 
maintained, The rebellion against the Re- 
public of Hawaii turned out to be a complete 
fiasco. After the first engagement the rebels 
scattered, and some time later Wilcox, Mo- 
lin, Buttelman, and others of the leaders of 
the insurrection were captured, and, as al- 
ready stated, are being tried for treason be- 
fore a court-martial, 

Shortly after Queen Liliuokalani was ar- 
rested her house was searched and in it were 
stores of arms and dynamite bombs. Thear- 
rests referred to have resulted in the restora- 
tion of order in Hawaii. 

Later advices, dated Jan. 27, say that quite 
a large quantity of arm imported for the 
use of the rebels, have been seized, in addi- 
tion to those found in the house of the ex- 
Queen. Messrs. Savais, the importers of the 
arms, have been fined. 

Wasuinoton, D. C., Feb, 2.—The latest de- 
velopments in Hawaii, as contained in the 
Auckland dispatch, were agreeable news to 
Mr. Thurston, the Minister of that country at 
this capital. 

Where the Queen Was, 

Concerning the ex-Queen the Minister said 
the latest information he had seen concerning 
her was that she had gone out to the residence 
of Nowlin, one of the leaders of the revolu- 
tion. His residence was located on Pearl 
River, fifteen miles from Honolulu, 

% Now that the Queen has been arrested for 
complicity in the rebellion, what will the 
authorities do with her? Will she be banished 
from the country? asked the reporter. 

„That is a matter I do not care to discuss, 
answered the Minister. That, in connec- 
tion with the possible effect of ber continued 
residence in the islands, is a question that will 
be dealt with by those who have the affairs of 
the nation intrusted to their care. Norcan I 
talk about the possible disposition of the cases 
of Wilcox and other leaders of the rebellion.” 

The Minister expects fresh advices of af- 
fairs at Honolulu on the arrival of the Aus- 
tralia, due in San Franciscoin four or five 
days. 

The news of the arrest of the ex-Queen was 
received with surprise at the State Depart. 
ment, and although the officials declined to 
discuss the matter in any aspect it was plainly 
to be seen that they had not expected she 
would be connected with a revolutionary at- 
tempt so badly conceived and executed and 
promising ‘so little in results. As it is they 
fear she is likely to forfeit whatever property 
remains in her possession to the republic, and 
in addition probably will be exiled in order to 
eliminate her entirely as a political factor,

There has not yet been any suggestion that 
the United States Government ‘should inter- 
fere in behalf of the ex-Queen, who is now, 
after the full and formal recognition of 
the republic, nothmg more than an 
individual and a citizen of Hawaii. 
If any American citizens are among 
the persons arrested and tried for complicity 
in the rebellion, then undoubtedly Mr. Willis, 
our Minister, will see to it that they secure a 
full opportunity to prove their innocence if 
they eau do sa. Notwithstanding the ominous 
significance conveyed by the fact that the 
trials were to be by court-martial, it is not be- 
lieved here that very severe punishment will 
be meted out to the persons convicted, except 
perhaps in tho cases of actual Hawaiians, for 
it is hardly to be conceived that the British 
and other foreign Ministers at Honolulu could 


‘contemplate with equanimity the execution of 


their fellow subjects by process of court-mar- 
tial. 

It is thought the United States steam- 
ship Philadelphia is now at Honolulu, as it 
was due there last Monday. 

Loxpox, Feb. 2.—The news of the arrest of 
ex-Queen Liliuokalani, published in London 
this afternoon, created quite a sensation. The 
facts in the case were telegraphed to Queen 
Victoria, who is at Osborne, and to Theoph- 
ilus Davis at Liverpool. Mr. Davis is guar- 
dian of Princess Kaiulani of Hawaii, heiress 
presumptive to the throne. He is also the 
agent in England of ex-Queen Liliuokalani. 
Mr. Davis, it appears, had also received a tel- 
egram via Auckland, N. Z., announcing the 
arrest of the ex-Queen. It is expected that 
the latter’s fricnds here and elsewhere will 
make . diplomatic representation to Great 
Britain and the United States in order to se- 
cure her release, 

United States Action. 

The Hawaiian Consul in this city has re- 
ceived no newsin regard to the resolution 
adopted by the United States House of Rep- 
resentatives asking President Cleveland to 
submit to Congress any correspondence in 
possession of the State Department regarding” 
the reports alleging that British subjects in- 


ited the Hawaiian rebellion and supplied 


them with arms, and that the British Minister 
intervened in order to prevent the application 
of martial law to British subjects who had 
been engaged in the rebellion. 2 

In this connection the Associated Press is 
officially informed there has been no cor- 
respondence between the British and Amer- 
ican Consuis on the subject of the charges 
that British subjects in Hawaii had incited 
tne Hawaiian revolt and had supplied the 
rebels with arms. The fact is, it is added, as 
has already been stated in the House of Rep- 
resentatives at Washington, that President 
Cleveland is satisfied that the action taken by 
the British residents of Honolulu in this mat- 
ter was quite justified under the circum- 
stances. Nothing is known here in regard to 
the charges as made against the British resi- 
dents at Honolulu of supplying arms to the 
rebels, and it is said that if such a thing did 
occur it would be for the Hawaiian authori- 
ties to put a stop to it. 


HARD FIGHTING DONE AT WEI HAI WEL. 


More Details of the Capture of the West 
ern Forts Thera. 

Cuzroo, Feb. 2.—The western forts of Wei 
Hai Wei were taken by the Japanese Jan. 30, 
in spite of the good resistance made by the 
Chinese. One Japanese gun boat was sunk 


alter having been badly damaged. A sheli 


burst in the magazine of one of the Chinese 
forts and the whole store of powder biew up 
and is believed to have caused great mortal- 
ity. 

The eastern forts were bom barded for hours 
by the Japanese cruisers Naniwa, Akitsus- 
hima, and Katsura. The Japanese tire was 
well directed and dismounted several guns;

but neither the eastern forts nor the City of 
Wei Hai Wei was captured, 

The authorities of Chefoo are seizing and 
beheading runaway Chinese soldiers who ran 
away from Wei Hai Wei. Further operations 
are impossible for the moment owing to the 
severity of the weather. 

Hreosuima, Feb. 2.—The official dispatches 
received here show that the captureof the 
forts at Wei Hai Wei was due tothe skillful 


combined movements ot he Japanese. It is 


added that the defense of Wei Hai Wei, in 
view of the strength of that place, is feeble, 
The chief forts at Pai Chi Hyaiso were taken 
after afew hours’ fighting, but some of the 
others were stubbornly defended. 

The Japanese Sixth Division was uader 
arms at 2 o’clock in the morning and the ad- 
vance was immediately ordered. The assault 
on the Chinese defenses began at daylight and 
by 9 o’clock the outlymg batteries and 
trenches were almost all taken. 

In the meanwhile the second army corps 
was assaulting the Pai Chi Hyaiso forts on 
the southwest. These defenses were of great 
strength and had precipitous sides 100 feet 
high. The attack was made under cover of 
a furious bombardment from the Japanese 
Here was the main point of the Chi- 
nese resistance, . 

After the fighting had proceeded some 
hours the sixth division, having driven back 
the enemy, made a detour, and advancing be- 
hind Mount Ku, which hid the Japanese 
troops, made a strong attack from that side 
on the Pai Cui Hyaiso forts, which were cap- 
tured by 12:30 p. m. The Japanese fleet 
then by preconcerted arrangement proceeded 
to take possession of the eastern entrance of 
the harbor, and by 3 p. m. all the forts about 
Pai Chi Hyaiso, to the southwest, were cap- 
tured, and the Chinese were retreating towards 
Fung Lin Chu. 

At 4:30 p. m. the battle was still raging. 
The Chinese fleet and Forts Yatao, Tsamuo, 
and Wang Tao, and the ‘well aimed batteries 
on the island of Liu Kung Tao were furiously 
replyimg to the Japanese, whose ships were 
maneuvering.so as to block the entrances of 
the harbor.

CHARLES DENBY JR. TALES OF THE WAR 


Secretary of the United States Legation at 
Pekin Reaches New York, 

New Tonk, Feb. 2.—Charles Denby Jr., 
Secretary of the United States Legation of 
Pekin, arrived here today on board the Paris 
from Southampton, He has been away from 
Pekin on leave for the last three months. To 
a reporter Mr. Denby said: The over- 
whelming defeat of the Chinese armies is a 
great surprise. However, I do not think the 
prospects of the Japanese army reaching 
Pekin are bright. If the troops went by 
land it would be a long march of 200 or 300 
miles around the Guff of Pechili from their 
present position, and it would take eighteen 
or twenty hours’ steaming for the transports 
to reach Taku, the seaport of Pekin. And to 
take Taku would be a serious undertaking, 
for it is very strongly fortified. This is the 
post where the British troops met with a re- 
verse on one of their invasions of the ‘coun- 
try. 

Mr. Denby thought the prospects of for- 
eigners getting away from Pekin in case 
of a sudden attack were not very bright. He 
said there was no distinction made in the 
minds of the Chinese between nationalities, 
All foreign residents came under the same 
head with them. Mr. Denby was asked if he 
thought the United States was well repre- 
sented by warships in Chinese waters. He 
said: There are more United States men- 
of- war on the station now than there has been 
for years. The Monocacy is there, the Balti- 
more, Charieston, and Concord are on the 
station, and so is the Petrel, though the lajter 
vessel ig frozen up at New Chang, where it 
will likely stay until March. The Detroit is 
also bound for China. I saw it at Port Said 
when I was there.“ 

Mr. Denby declined to discuss the probable 
effect of the war on China and Japan.

FIGHT WITH BANDITS 


INVESTIGATION SHOWS TWO SIDES 
TO THE ARMENIAN QUESTION. 


The Whole Affair Grows Out of a Conflict 
Between Shepherds and Their Hired 
Army and a Band of Kurdish Brig- 
ands=False Report to the Sultan Re- 
sults in a Descent on the Villages, 


Bandits and Guards Joining Regulars=

Lonvon, Feb. 2.—A letter has been received 
here from the special correspondent of the 
Associated Press who was zent to Armenia 
from London to investigate the rer. ted Ar- 
menian atrocities and who at p csent is in 
Armenia. For reasons that will be readily 
understood the name of this correspondent is 
withheld, but he is a newspaper man well 
known in America and he ‘was instructed to 
make an impartial investigation of the 
stories told of Turkish cruelty. He spent a 
week or more in Constantinople before start- 
ing for Armenia, during which . time he in- 
vestigated the reports current there and con- 
tinued his journey. His first letter has just 
reached here after having been posted by a 
trusted messenger at Tiflis, Russia. It con- 
tains the first authentic news from Armenia 
direct, and says: 

Whatever secrets may lie under the snow 
on the Armenian Mountain, it seems beyond 
dispute from what I have heard from many 
lips that the published stories of ferocious 
butchery and red horror in the Sassoun vil- 
lages have at least a reasonable foundation of 
truth, and that any change authorized by 
furthur investigation will deal more with 
numbers than with the degree of horror, 


Other Side to the Story. 


“ But no matter what light we throw upon 
the spasmodic wickedneas of the Turk or upon 
the ingenious deviltry of the revolutionary 
conspirators, we find itis still the innocent 
that suffer most. The Turk declares the Ar- 
menians have inflicted shocking outrages 
upon Turkish men and women, and from 
what is already known of conspiracy methods 
it is quite likely the assertion is true. 

For instance, it ig reported as a means 
of inciting the Turks to commit outrages that 
will bring down upon them the wrath of a 
civilized world Armenians have thrust gun 
cawtridges into the bodies of living Turkish 
men and women and exploded them, 
and that in the case- of one man a 
hole was made just below the bones of the 
chest for the insertion of a quantity of 
gunpowder, which was then ignited as a sort 
of bomb. These facts are Known at the em- 
bassies in Constantinople, and possibly they 
have been transmitted in reports to the va- 
rious governments. 

„The impartial truth of the Sassoun mas- 
sacre wil probably never be known, for the 
dead tell no tales. A careful sifting of all the 
facts obtainable from trustworthy sources in 
Constantinople, Sassoun, Kerrasund, Trebi- 
zonde, and Bitlis indicates that this is what 
happened, | 
. Bandits Start the Battle, 

„Certain Armenian peasants to the number 
of several thousand were tendmg their herds 
and flocks in their summer pastures in the 
Sassoun Mountains alotg the borders of Kurd- 
istan. They were living in mere temporary 
villages, which they inhabited only during the 
summer pasture season, their winter homes 
being far down the valleys, They were un- 
der the protection ofa tribe of Kurds, who 
were under contract to defend them against 
the raids of cattle-stealers and Kurdish ban- 
dits. 

„A short time before the villagers were 
ready to return to their homes in the valleys 
with their fattened cattlea band of Kurdish 
bandits, industriously gearching for a win- 
ter’s supply of prdvisi ons, raided 
their stock. The villagers and their 
Kurdish protectors made a vigorous defense, 
They would have won the fight and driven off 
the thieves, and that would have ended it, 
but before the fighting was over the 


Turkish Government came into the affair 


and then the real trouble began. Some of- 
ficial telegraphed to Constantinople thata 
revolution was in progress among the Ar- 
menians in the Sassoun Mountain villages 
and the order came straight froro the Palace: 
‘Punish the villagers to the utmost ex- 
tremity.’ 

„The palace had not paused to inquire 
into the truth of the rumor, and the officers 
intrusted with the execution of the order 
paused not to investigate the facts when the 
troops arrived on the ground. The Kurdish 
bandits joined forces with the Turkish regulars 
and even the Kurds, who had been defending 
the Armenians, turned traitor and swelled the 
numbers: of the government troops. The 
poor Armenian peasants were then left at the 
mercy of a force of Turkish regulars and two 
bands of Kurds. : 

Massacre Goes on Rapidly. 


„% Then the massacre began. For the Arme- 
nians it was a fight without hope, but still 
they fought as only men can fight who defend 
their wives and children from outrage 
and death. They took refuge in their 
houses and barricaded themselves 
in, but the Kurdish cannon made short work 
of these and when they ran in terror from 
hiding place to hiding place they were slain 
without mercy, man, woman, aud child. 

“The outrage of Armenian women and 
chilaren by the Turks in that part of the 
country isso common a thing, even in times 
of absolute quiet, that there can be no 
doubt that this massacre was at- 
tended with outrage and atrocity 
too horrible’ to think of. The 
Armenians in Athens and Constantinople 
assert that forty-two villages were 
and nearly ten thousand persons massacred ; 
but a more impartial and equally well-in- 
formed persons puts the number at twenty- 
five villages and from 1,000 to 8,000 per- 
sons killed. The exact number will never be 
known. 

„The Sultan was so well pleased with the 
work of his soldiers that he sent thanks and 
decorations to the officers and forwarded 
flags to be preseuted to the regiments 
engaged in the awful butchery. Those 
flags have not yet been handed over to the 
regiments, although the regulars went out to 
escort to their headquarters the messengers 
who brought them. Itis thought the presen- 
tation will be deferred until the excitement 
over the Sassoun affair has subsided, 

„The English delégate on the Turkish Com- 
mission of Inquiry might see these flags if he 
went at it in the right way. As for the Turk- 
ish commission it issucha fraud that it isa 
waste of breath to talk about it. 
This assertion may seem to be of the nature 
of hanging a man before he is tried, but in 
Constantinople no European of ordinary in- 
telligence has any other view of it. 

“In the foreign embassies there is of 
course a disposition to give the Turks a 


chance to show what the commission will do, |. 


with perhaps a hope that the European dele- 
gates will have a good effect toward 
creating at least a semblance of an investiga- 
tion; but as the foreign delegates have no 


there is not much hope that anything of con- 
sequence will be done. 


Want a European Commission, 


fidence is the investigation of the whole affair 
by a European commission. They believe that 
the Turkish Commission will bringin such 
an unsatisfactory report that the Christian 
nations will appoint a commission and make 
an investigation whether the Turks like it or 
not. 

This is what it must come to in the end, for 
no matter what reforms the Sultan may 
promise the Armenian agitation will continue 
“until the entire vexed question is passed upon 
by the rest of the world, 

»The Sultan’s promise of reform will not 
be binding upon the Armenian revolutionary 
agents, no matter what may come, and until. 


one way or another oy the Christian powers 
of the world there will be no end to 
the disturbances in Armenia. This is the 
revolutionary party’s opportunity and it will 
make the most of it. Il Christianity does not 
step in now and put an end to the Armenian 
question once for all crimes, massacres, and 
the. nameless atrocities will continue 
until it does. It is, of course, impossible to 
say to what extent radical ideas prevail 
among the revolutionary propagandists, but 
the plans of some of the leaders are shocking 
in the extreme. 

In brief, their plans are to commit atroci- 
ties upon Turks in order that the infuriated 
Turks shall shock the Christian world by the 
fiendish outrages of their retaliation. When 
remonstrated with in regard to these 
unchristian plans, the men who are 
responsible for them merely say: ‘It may 
seem to you cruel and barbarous, but we 
know what we are doing and why we are do- 
ing it.’ 

How Armenian Revolutionists Work. 

The financial methods of these men are 
almost as ingenious as their plans of political 
agitation. Certain Armenian of a lower 
grade of mental ability are required to fur- 
nish so many thousand piasters to the com- 
mittee, and the means of obtaining the money 
= plainly mapped out, Here is a casein 
point: 

A wealthy Turk in the service of the gov- 
ernment af Constantinople received a letter 
the other morning saying unless he deposited 
12,000 piasters ($25) in a certain place with- 
in twenty-four bours he would be killed, 
An investigation led to the discovery 
ok the fact that the letter was written by an 
Armenian who had been in his employ as 
a trusted servant for several years. The 
servant confessed his guilt, but he as- 
serted in -self-defense the revolutionary 
agitators had compelled him to write the let- 
ter under penalty of death. It was a case of 
choice of evils and the poor wretch saved his 
life at the expense of a long term of imprison- 
ment. 

It is believed that a great deal of money 


money gets beyond the pockets of the revolu- 
tionary agitators no man 0»pretends to 
know. There is a theory that this 
money is used in the purchase of rifles and 
ammunition, but thisisa matter known only 
to the leaders themselves.“

Can the fallen woman, having fully atoned 
for her sin, hope to receive the support and 
recognition of the pure woman? This is a 
problem for which a new sentiment, focused 
in Mrs. Ballington Booth, demands a solu- 
tion. There is a belief among the unfortunate 
outeasts of society that woman is against 
woman. 

“T cannot appeal to a woman for help, so 
Ibave come to you,” recently said a fallen 
woman toa Chicago minister, who is devot- 
ing his life to rescue work. This incident 
fully illustrates the belief. Speaking on the 
same theme, Mrs. Ballington Booth said 
during her recent sojourn in the city: 

“Tf there is anything that the poor outcast - 
woman needs it is the love and sympathy of 
woman, and, alas!

om | WILL TRY TO STOP r. 


OOAL AND SMOKE 180 DBaED AT A 
MEETING YESTERDAY. 


Joint Committee Appointed at Last Month's 


Conference Considers Means to Suppress 
the Nuisance«Any Grade of Coal Can 
Be Successfully Burned, the Speakers 
Said, if Proper Care Is Used=—Subcom- 
mittees Appointed to Carry on the Wo re 
of the Main Committee. 

The joint committec of coal men, city offi- 
cials, engineers, and coal consumers, ap- 
pointed at the conference held at the City 
Hall Jan. 9 for the purpose of considering 
means to suppress the smoke nuisance, met 
at the headquarters of the Coal Trade Com- 
mercial Agency in the Champlain Byilding 
yesterday. Ali the members of the commit- 
tee were present. A. L. Sweet was elected 
Chairman and Charles B. Niblock Secretary. 


The only business transacted was the ap- 


pointment of subcommittees to perfect the 


organization and outline the work to bs done 


by each. There was a general discussion as 
to the best means to adopt 
the smoke nuisance and at the same time in- 
duce people to burn soft coal by using 
some of the many smoke-preventing devices 
which have proved effective. It was said by 
several speakers that any grade of coal could 
be successfully consumed without smoke if 
proper care was used and if smokestacks and 
furnaces were constructed on | scientific 
principles. 

Many large coal consumers have failed to 
keep their furnaces from smoking. Numer- 
ous excuses are given and many bad ‘condi- 
tions are responsible for the fact. It is the 
purpose of the Joint committee to investigate 
all the causes and to recommend the proper 
remedies, The city ordinances will be re- 
vised if necessary, and the whole question 
thoroughly investigated from the beginning. 
Where chimneys are too small and furnaces 
built on such plans as to make it impossible 
for any device to work properly, some means 
will be found to com oh the proprietors of 
such plants to rebuild ¢ them. 

The numerous subcommittees will com- 
mence work at once. The Committee on 
Devices will meet every Friday at the Cham- 
plain Buiiding, where it will see the proprie- 
tors of smoke-preventing devices and arrange 
for official tests.

EDISON CHIMNEYS TO DISAPPEAR. 


Famous Smoke Producers Will Be Soon 
Torn Down. 
Within a week or so two famous landmarks 
in the down-town district will disappear. 
These are the huge smokestacks which mount 
seventy feet in the air from the rear portion 
_of the Chicago Edison company’s building in 
Adams street. The Edison company aban- 
doned the building for mechanical purposes 
several months ago, when its elaborate plant 
in Harrison street waa finished. A few nights 
since the directors concluded there was no 
use in paying rent for half a floor of offices in 
the Rookery, and voted to convert the old 
building into an office and salesroom struct- 
ure for the company’s use. Workmen da ve 
ripped off the half dozen or more 
big exhaust pipes which embellished 
the top of the boiler-house and yesterday they 
were rigging tackle to remove the stacks. 
One of the latter is constructed entirely of 
ron. It will be leveled. The other chimney 
is of brick with an iron top which will be 
taken off; leavmg the brick stack, not high 
enough to be seen from the street. The Edi- 
son chimneys, despite their disappearance, 
will be embalmed in the memory of Chicago- 
ans. In their energetic days they were the 
most accomplished smoke producers west of 
the Allegheny Mountains. Day and night 
they poured out volumes of soot, smudge, and 
smoke which created a haze in the neighbor- 
hood on the sunniest days. The Society 
for the Prevention of Smoke, the 
city authorities, and public and private 
orators couldn’t cure the stacks. The courts 
couldn’t abate the nuisance, either, for up to 
the time the fires were extinguished the chim- 
neys smoked. Just north of the Edison 
Building, in Adams street, the Lansing Hotel 
is situated. It is provided with a chimney 


which tenants in the surrounding buildings 


declare aspires to emulate the Edison stacks. 
At reguiar intervals during the day it sends 
out a volume of the blackest and thickest 
smoke. It seems dense enough to weigh. An 
iron stack attached to the Fort Dearborn 
Building and the low chimney that carries off 
the odor in Kohlsaat's bakery in Clark street 
usually rush in with their sooty contributions 
when the Lansing Hotel chimney gets into 
action. But this tripie effort does not equal 
the results produced when the Edisen chim- 
neys were doing business in earnest. 


Judge Goggin Discharges Two Boys. 

Judge Goggin .yesterday dismissed Fred 
Schroeder and Frank Fields from the custody of 
the police. They were brought before him on 
habeas corpus proceedings, it being alleged that 
they had been arrested on suspicion of being 
pickpockets and that re was no evidence 
against them.

SHYLOOK IN A SOUTHERN PRISON. 


Operations of a Money Lender Among 
Union Prisoners. 

Los Angeles letter in the New York Sun: 
„Whenever I seea steamer approach the South- 
ern Pacific wharf out there,” saida former 
officer in an Iowa regiment, now an inmate 
of the Soldiers’ Home at Santa Monica, I 
recollect an incident in the war. I was one 
of 600 Union prisoners rent from Macon to 
Charleston in 1864. We were to be placed 
under the fire of the Union batteries, which 
were then shelling Charleston. We were never 
in great personal danger, for shellinga city 
at a distance of four or tive miles was not 
then very effective, and probably never will 


be so far as killing people is concerned. The. 


shells made it uncomfortable to do business 
within the danger line, and citizens found it 
convenient and comfortable to move out of 
the districts of the city reached by Gillmore’s 
messengers. The Union officerg soon got 
used to the situation, and I do not think one 
of them lost any sieep after the first day or 
twoon account of the bombardment. Not 
one of them was injured during his stay. 

* But all of them got very hard up for 
money. When they were in Richmond, in 
Libby Prison, communication with the North 
was comparatively easy to those who ‘had 
friends willmg and able to send provisions or 
money. In Charleston it was very different. 
The prison fare was very r. and the med- 
ical attendance was as bad as could be. In 
the cradle of secession the people seemed to 
be very poor. Before we had been there very 
long the money even of the richest of the 
prisoners was gone. re were many 
among us who were the sons, brothers, or 
near relatives of those in the North who had 
plenty of money, but they were cut off from 
communication with us. Many people in the 
North sent gold to friends in prison, but it 
never reached us. 

Tbere then appeared among us a new pris- 
oner. He was, he said, a Union officer from 
a New York regiment. He had very little of 
the soldier about him. He rather reminded 
you of a whisky drummer or a Chatham 
street clothing dealer. But he had a charm, 
He had money to lend —Confederate money. 
The mopvey would not buy much, but it 
would buy somethi A dollar in gold 
could be sold for about $20 in this currency, 
outside the prison. We did not have any 
gold, but he did not demand gold. He lent 
his Confederate money for Northern drafts at 
double the rate of gold in thé Charleston mar- 
ket. That is, he would give you $1,000 in 
Confederate money for a draft for 8100 on a 
futher, brother, wife, or son in any of 
great Northern cities. He said he would take 
the risk of collecting the drafts, and plumed 
himself on his generosity. He soon had cus- 
tomers anddid a fine business. From officers 
he took notes indorsed by other officers. 
For these he charged at the rate of $500 in 
Confederate money for a note of $100—four 


times the rate for gold in the Charleston mar- 


ket. 
He was a shrewd fellow, and picked his 
customers with as much care as a curbstone 
broker. It was soon discovered that he had 
an unlimited supply of Confederate money, 
and it was also discovered that he was a favor- 
ite prisoner, for he seemed able to come and 
go on parole at will. He visited the hospital 

requently, and there he found his best cus- 
tomers. He tock from each of the sufferers a 
letter to friends at home, describing the pri- 
vations of the sick. From all the officers not 
in the hospitai he took letters of transmittal 
with the drafts, setting forth the bearer 
had done them great service cashing the 
draft, and expressing the hope that it would 
be paid, 

“These operations occupied about six 
weeks. Altogether the man had secured drafts 
to the amount of about $50,000 in gold, for 
every draft stipulated that it was to be paid 
in gold. Gold was then at a big premium in 
100 would be 
worth $150 or perhaps $200 in the North if 
it was paid in gold, The speculator intended 
to make money both ways. If he could col- 
lect all he would have from $75,000 to $100,- 
000 in green backs for nis drafts. 5 

One day two Union officers were ex- 
changed by the flag of truce in the harbor. 
One of the lucky f¢llows was the money- 
lender, The other was a cavairy officer, who 
had been a prisoner for many months. The 
latter had long watched the performances of 
the money-lender and had resisted all induce- 
ments to borrow. The two went out of the 
harbor together, and were received on board 
the Cosmopolitan by Gen. Stewart L. Wood- 
ford, the Adjutant-General of the Depart- 
ment of the South. They were trans- 
ferred at Hilton Head to the steamer 
Arago, a government transport bound for 
New York. The Arago was ordered: to stop 
at Fortress Monroe to jet the two exchanged 
prisoners and dispatches from Gen. Gillmore 
go thence to Washington. The money-lender 
and the cavalry officer had occupied the same 
stateroom on their northern voyage. During 
the vuyage the money-lender became confi- 
dential, and the cavalry officer became con- 
vinced that he had never been an officer in 
the Union army, but that he was simply put 
into the prison at Charleston to work the 


prisoners for the profit of the Shylocks of that 


city. 

As the Arago steamed up the bay toward 
the dock at Fortress Monroe the money- 
lender pulled from under his mattress a small 
satchel. This was his only baggage. The 
cavalry officer had only the clothes on his 
back, and those he had borrowed from Gen. 
Woodford. The two went on deck. The 
money-lender pushed his way eagerly to the 
forward deck and stood by the capstan. Near 
him stood the cavalry officer, amid the crowd 
of passengers who were watching the shores 
and participating in the excitement of a land- 
ing after a three days’ sea voyage. Some in- 
cident of the occasion produced a sudden rush 
to the vessel’s side, In that instant the money. 
lender let go his gripon the satchel. Quick 
as thpught it was seized by another hand and 
quietly dropped into the waters of the @hes- 
apeake Bay. 

No one saw it done, for it was dropped 
over the side of the ship when none was look- 
ing. The cavalry officer was calmly leaning 
over the starboard rail contemplating the 
beautiful expanse of Hampton Roads, appar- 
ently caring nothing for the stir and clamor of 
the landing. The money-lender exclaimed at 
his loss offered a reward for the return of 
the satchel and its contents, but no one could 
offer him any comfort. He went down to the 
pier a very sad man, and no one seemed to 
sympathize so deeply with him as his comrade 
of the Second Cavalry. 

It is needless to say that none of the drafts 
ever turned up to plague the Union prisoners 
after their return, although some of them re- 
ceived letters from the money-lender in after 
pears asking for a settlement of accounts.

| During a Protest Against the List Made 


by McCarthy and Emerich Before the 
Committee on Contests and Appeals, 
Simon Fish Declares the Commissioner 
of Public Works Virtually Bought His 
Committee A ppointment=Ubjectors De- 
cide to Act on Mr. Badenoch's Advice, 

At a meeting of the Democratic Committee 
on Contests and Appeals held Friday after- 
noon Commissioner of Public Works John J. 
McCarthy was charged with having virtually 
bought his appointment as one of the Demo- 
cratic commmitteemen for the Second Ward, 
and there was no denial of the assertion. The 
matter was brought out in a hearing of the 
protest of Second Ward Democrats against 
the list of judges and clerks of election as 
made up by Committeemen McCarthy and 
Emerich. 

The Second Ward is one of the richest 
populous in the city.. 
embraces the territory between Twelfth and 
Twenty-sixth streets, and from the lake to 
Clark street. East of State street are the 
homes of many influential and well-known 
citizens. The Democrats among them were 
horrified when they read the list of men who 


were to serve as guardians of the purity of 


the ballot- box, and started an investigation, 
which disclosed the fact that the selection of 
the judges and clerks had been largely made 
or influenced by Jack“ Nelligan, sup- 
posedly in the interest of Messrs. eCarthy 
and Emerich, the latter of whom is a candi- 
date for the Democratic nomination 
for South Town Assessor. Nel li- 
gan now holds * position in 
the City Water Department, but was a police- 
man until dropped. One of the charges lately 


made against him was the killing of a colored 
man, whom, it is said, he had pounded over 


the head with a pitcher. His victim died, but 
the Coroner’s jury said the cause was periton- 
itis, or something of that sort, and Nelligan 
escaped punishment. 

Band Together and Ask Relief. 


Satisfied that no proper selection of elec- 
tion officials could be made by such a man as 
Nelligan, a committee of Democrats, consist- 
ing of John C. Schubert, Edwin Pon- 
sonby, Matt Mandabel, Joseph Seitz, 
Thomas Maney, Jacob Richards, Simon 
Fish, William Brennan, Edwin Messeroth, 
W. S. Payne, and W. D. Lathrop, asked the 
Democratic Central committee for relief. 
When the matter was taken up by the com- 
mittee City Prosecutor William C. Asay was 
present and in nis blandest manner suggested 
that it be referrea to the Committee on Con- 
tests and Appeals, which was done. Mr. Fish 
and other gentlemen interested appeared be- 
2 this committee Friday aftefnoon and 

eclared the list as announced was an out- 
rage upon every decent citizen in the ward. 
It was pointed out that many of the men 
named as judges are keepers of low dives, 
and that at least one of them, James Mans- 
field, No. 2548 State street, has been under 
arrest for colonizing illegal voters on his 
premises. 

Objection was also made to the manner in 
which Committeemen McCarthy and Emerich 
are running political affairs in the ward, and 
it was during the hot discussion which fol- 
r. Fian openly stated, and said 
it could be proven, that McCarthy had paid 
Thomas Scanlan $100 to resign from the 
committee to let McCarthy get the piace. 
Mr. Fish went even further and served notice 
on his Democratic colleagues that if Em- 
erich should be dishonorably or unfairly 
nominated for South Town Assessor by rea- 
son of the manipulation now being carried on 
by Committeeman McCarthy and his lieuten- 
ant, Jack Nelligan, all decent Democrats 
would oppose him at the polls. 

Ask for More Acceptable Men. 


Mr. McCarthy was not present at this meet- 
ing, but Mr. Emerich was, and the committee 
was made to understand that it had no power 
to undo the work of the ward committeemen, 
as the Central committee had voted to leave 
the selection of judges and clerks entirely in 
their hands. Failing to get relief from their 
on party the objectors drew up a protest to 
present tothe Board of Election Commis- 
sioners. This protest recited the many grave 
crimes against the ballot that have been com- 
mitted by Democrats in the Second Ward, 
and declared that on more than one occasion 
tally sheets had been changed and 
the will of the people as expressed 
through the ballot box thwarted. At- 
tention was called to the counti out 
of an Alderman at a recent election, and also 
to the fact that it required the complete at- 
tention of all the men at the command of the 
Republican committee to defeat the machina- 
tions of the thugs and political workers at the 
polls last fall. his protest closed by asking 
the Electaén Commissioners to displace the 
list cf Democratic judges clerks certified 
to by Messrs. McCarthy and Emerich and se- 
cure the selection of more acceptable men.

OO8T OF PAVEMENTS POR TWO YEARS 


Commissioner of Public Works McCarthy 
Compiles Interesting Figures. 
Commissioner of Public Works McCarthy 
has prepared some interesting figures regard- 
ing street improvements, comparing the cost 
of street pavement and the number of square 
yards paved in 1894 with that of 1893. It 
should be remembered in examining the 
composition that 1893 was the World's Fair 
year and a great effort was made to put the 
streets in proper shape, Prices were 
also much higher in 1898. Durmg 1893 
1,131,512 square yards of cedar block pave- 
ment were laid at a cost of $1.12 a yard and 
a total cost of $1,267,298. During 1894 the 
price per yard was 79 cents and the total 
cost $8 Commissioner McCarthy’s 
tables do not show the number of yards laid 
in 1894. In 1898 $272,733 square yards of 
macadam were laid at a cost of 90 cents a 
uare yard and a total cost of $245,459. In 
1894 the price a yard was 70 cents and the 
total cost $190,913. In 1893 24,219 square 
yards of granite were laid at 83 a yard 
and a total cost of $72,656. In 1894 
the N was $2.84 and the total cost 
$68,781. The total cost for 1898 was 81. 
585,410 and for 1894 was $1,153,589. 
During the year 1894 99,393 square yards of 
asphalt were laid. The costa yard in 1893 
was $2.80 and in 1894 it ranged from $1.46 
to $2.08. The total cost for 1893 was $278,- 
300 and 1894 $182,429, showing a «aving of 
$95,871. The average price paid in 1893 
for curbstone was 80 cents a yard, while in 
1894 it was 68. In 1893 85 cents was paid 
for combination curb and gutter and in 1894 
67 cents.

All May Read in Part. 

Philadel Ledger: Every day a royal 
presence, ttended by numerous owe 
a sky. 

Every night a panorama of | 
softly unfolds its splendors overhead, yet tens 
of thousands of intelligent persons have 
scarcely given a thought to the inspir- 
ing recreation within such easy reach. 
The study of the heavens is neither 
arduous nor costly, for the comparison of the 
skies with the simple star maps for a few 
evenings wiil result we acquaintance with 
the principal constellations and the brightest 
stars, and when these have become tamiliar 
there will endure through years a sense of 
companionship with them which nothing can 
dissolve, And the sun looks us so boldly in 
the face that we are compeiled to veil our- 


new studies by contemplating his ae 
ness. 
A piece of well-smoked glass will give us 
good service. If this be covered with 
another piece, with strips of paper at the 
3 them and prevent rubbing, 
other mucilaged strips to bind the edges, 
we shall have a respectable and lasting ustro- 
nomical instrument. 

The eye may now examine the dazzling orb 
without danger, and it will discover a disk 
which is apparently no larger than that of the 
full moon, but the fact that the sun is about 
400 times further away accounts for the re- 
semblance in size. But the disk is not all of 
the immense world, for a very important en- 
velope of vast dimensions is invisible except 
to special instruments. The limb of the sun 
is seen to be not quite so bright as the central 
portions, because the light from it has to pene- 
trate a greater depth of atmosphere. 

2 we see a spot upon the 
solar surface, in which case it must be very 
large; but if we are fortunate enough to have 
access to even a small spygiass we shall many 
times see spote. There are years when the 
spots are very numerous (the writer counted 
168 one day in October, and 
more than 800 on a day in 1893), 
and years when gone are seen for 
months; and this appears to be governed by a 
1 period ft about eleven years. To assist 
the investigation of the cause of this period 
the writer watches the sun with cure and omits 
no day when it may be observed, though it be 
but for a minute. 

If we use a telescope with our smoked glass 
the spectacle will be curiously interesting, for 
the object glass—a very large eye—gathers 
many rays of light and beads them to a focus, 
preducing a magnified image which is yet 
more enlarged by the eyepiece, which is a 
microscope. Now the very grain of the 
sun, so to speak, is visible, the surface being 
completely flecked with gray-white matter, 
while here and there huge masses of white 
protrude. These latter are called fecule, 

are usually associated with the 
spots, which are depressions in « the 
surface—deep, dark cavities. but dark only as 
contrasted with the shining regions, for they 
are brighter than the calcium light. Very re- 
cently the writer measured a large group and 
found that it occupied an area of more than 
100,000 miles in length and about three- 
fourths as wide, into which covid be cast 100 
earths without crowding them. Still larger 
groups have sometimes been noticed. Watch- 
ing the spots from day ta day reveals the 
time of revolution of the sun upon its axis, 
about twenty-five days, which means one day 
on the sun is as long as twenty-five of ours. 

As yet the sun has not yielded the secret of 
its com position, and the telescope, unaided, is 
inadequate to solve the mystery. Perhaps in 
childhood we beguiled hours of church serv- 
ice, which were a trifle wearisome to little 
ones, by noticing the play of colorsin the 
‘*lusters’’ which hung in profusion from the 
old-fashioned lamps. How little we dreamed 
that the sun ‘was whispering through this sim- 

le medium intelligible messages of very high 

mportance, for this three-faced form of glass 
is called a prism, the change of direction 
of objects viewed through it being due 
to the bendi (refraction) of the rays of 
ylight es through it, and the color fringe 
along the edges of the images the primary 
rays of which white light is composed, which 
is easily proved by passing the colored rays 
through another prism, when they form a 
beam of white light once more. 

The same color band, or spectrum, is shown 
by a grating of parallel wires strung in a 
frame, or by a close-grained feather, or even 
by the eyelashes when the ey@ is half closed. 


primitive instrumeats by employing a series 
of prisms of fine construction or a grating 
produced by ruling lines with a diamond upon 
a piece of perfectly flat and highly polished 
speculum metal. Thig ruling is done at Johns 

opkins University, and with such success 
that many thousands of lines are amply ac- 
commodated in a space only an inch in 
width, 

To get a perfectly pure beam for inspec- 
tion we let the telescopic image of the sun 
fall upon a delicate slit in a metal plate, 
which is in the focus of the object glass ofa 
little telescope, whose duty it is to make par- 
allel the rays to be examined and which sends 
them through the reries of prisms referrd to or 
causes them to fall upon a grating. In either 
case they are viewed by another little tele- 
scope, and the beam of sunlight tells its story 
in a magnilicent spectrum, far exceeding the 
rarest touches of world-renowned artists. 

Now for the precious secret! The beautiful 
color band -is threaded with thousands of 
slender lines, which correspond with the 


metals in a glowing state, and we need only 
to put a pinch of salt in the flaine of a candle 
let} the light fall alongside the sun’s 
image on the slit, when there will be two 
spectra, side by side, and tne two bright 
yellow lines of sodium will exactly co- 
incide with two black lines in the orange 
of the solar spectrum; and the crowning 
proof appears when the calcium light is per- 
mitted to shine through the candle flame, in- 
stantiy turuing the bright lines to dark ones. 
So with the lines of other metals, . We have 
learned from the sun’s own messages, after a 
journey of 93.000.000 miles, that it is a gas- 
eous body; that many of the metals of earth 
are vaporized in its awful temperature, 
and that the surface is probably 
a shell of luminous clouds sur- 
rounded by an atmosphere of gases 
thousands of miles deep, out of which spurt 
for hundreds of thousands of miles with a 
speed in contrast with which the movement 
of whirlwinds on earth is a dead calm jets of 
flaming hydrogen intermingied with the me- 
tallic vapors, which, becoming cooled by ex- 
posure to thé cold of space, fall upon the 
8 cause the depressions known as 
spots. 
And these fruits of our study will create an 
appetite for the host of interesting features 
the sun furnishes us from its mammoth treas. 
ury—mammoth because it is 1,800,000 times 
larger than the earth.

PARIS PREPARED FOR A SIEGE. 


The City Could Not Again Be Starved Into 
a Surrender. 

Philadelphia Record: Should the fortunes 
of war ever again expose the City of Paris to 
the hardship of a siege the besieger would find 
the reduction of the French capital to be a 
far more difficult undertaking than did the 
German armies in the winter of 1870-’71. It 
may, indeed, be doubted whether the city 
could ever again be compelled to capitulate. 
The fall of Paris, as is well known, was not 
accomplished by the German siege batteries, 
but the city was starved into submission. A 
recurrence of such an emergency is sup 
to have been made practically impossible by 
the development of the art of ‘preserving and 
compress a great variety. of nutritious 
foods into smallest possible space, 

Thus, for example, 40,000 rations of pre- 
rerved vegetables can be placed in a cubic 
space measuring only forty inches each way, 
and millions of these rations, together with 
solid soups and preserved meats, are con- 
stantly kept ready for the eventual necessity 
of the militury provisioning of Paris. An 
enormous stock of flour and biscuits is al- 
ways maintained by the War Department, 
while the introduction of compressed fodder 
and the silo system have facilitated the 
storage of sufficient food for the horses re- 
quired by the cavalry as well as by the om- 
nibus and street railway companies. One vf 
the gravest causes of distress during the 
last siege of Paris was the scarcity and poor 
—.— of milk. Such quantities of this in- 

ispensable article as could then be procured 
were worth their weight in gold, and the mor- 
tality among infants resulting from their de- 
privation of this necessary food reached a 
frightful rate. In the next siege, however, 
milk will not only be plentiful, but very good, 
thanks to Dr. Autefage’s process of pasteur- 
izing” milk, which has been adopted by the 
French Government, and by which milk can 
be preserved almost indefinitely absolutely 
pure and unaltered. 

Twenty years ago the art of preserving 
meat by means of cold storage was in its in- 
fancy; but the French Government has [fully 
availed itself of every improvement that has 
been made in this direction, and at the first 
sign of impending danger the authorities 
would be prepared to store hundreds of thou- 
sands of carcasses of beeves and mutton. The 
military magazines are always kept filled; 
but at the approach of war the numerous 
warehouses and buildings which have been in- 
dicated for the purpose and prepared for the 
storage of provisions would be immediately 
brought into requisition. By means of the 
Fixary process dressed beef and other meats 
can be kept sweet and fresh for many months; 
and by new chemical methods the storage 
rooms can be kept cooi without the use of ice, 
In its careful preparation for the dire emer- 
gency of hostile attack the French Govern- 
ment seems to have overlooked nothing; even 
coal, wood, petroleum, chemicals, and a thou. 
sand other things have been provided in ample 
quantities. It seems almost impossible to 
believe that any future siege of Paris could 
be prolonged until the War Department 
should have exhausted its fabulous accumula- 
tions of provisions, which are constantly 
maintained at their proper level by renewals 
of stock as fast as they are used up. The

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BOARD NOW DIVIDED. 


BIG FIGHT OVER THE PROPOSED } ,. 


“PUT AND OALL” RULB. 


Both Sides Express Their Views in Circa- 
lars=To Defeat the Amendment Is to 


Oppose an Existing Statute~Cilaims 
That the Statate Is Usconstitational= 
Grain Markets All Inclined to Be Kas 
=Good Buying of Wheat at the Bot- 
tom<—Other Produce Markets. 


The contest ov er the proposed amendment 
providing for the suppression of privilege 
trading has become one of the most spirited 
in the history of the Board of Trade. Gen- 
eral discussion of the advantages and disad. 
vantages of the rule and of the prospects of its 
passage Monday received rather more atten- 
tion yesterday than trading at the various 
pits. Membersare not allowed to take a neu- 
tral ground, but are forced to come out 
squarely in favor of or as Opposed to the 
measure. The people who are opposed to the 
rule and favor trading in privileges insist on 
discussing the benefit of * privilege trade, 
and deprecate the enactment of any rule 
which would tend to restrict business. 
The people who favor the enactment 
of the amendment claim that the matter has 
advanced beyond that stage. They insist that 
a principle is now at stake. The board they 
claim is going on record as to whether it will 
abide by a statute of Illinois regarding privilege 
contracts, and by its instructions not over a 
month old, to the directors. The literary bureau 
is getting in its work on both sides. A sensa- 
tional but frank statement of the situation as 
viewed from the side of the people favoring the 
amendment was put out Friday. This was fol- 
lowed by the Logan circular signed by a number 
of prominent firms indorsing the amendment. 
Some injudicious friend of the administration got 
out a fiery circular yesterday stating the unfort- 
nate position of the board regarding legis- 
lation so long as the statute in relation to 
„puts and calls is being daily violated. It was 
so incendiary however that an attempt was made 
to suppress its circulation. The friends of the 
measure issued a more moderate circular in 
which support of the administration was solic- 
ited. It contained the following: 

At our last annual meeting our President, in 
his inaugural address, advocated certain meas- 
ures of reform, all of which were concurred in 
by the members of the Board of Trade, at said 
annual meeting. Not alone was a general mo- 
tion made and carried favori all such recom- 
mendations in said address, but further resolu- 
tions covering the differents points separately 
were adop in every case by unanimous vote of 
the whole board. 

apeng these several resolutions was one that 
none as follows: 

W HEREAS, Trading in privileges is a violation 
ef law and obnoxious to our rules, therefore, 

Resolved, That the directors be requested to 
propose such rules and make such regulations as 
will entirely suppress privilege trading. 

This your directors have done, acting under 
your positive instructions. It now appears that 
for some reason, opposition to the propose 
amendment has developed, and that a number of 
our members have not only openly asserted their 

„ er but are also making every effort to 

ect a defeat of the measure by endeavoring to 

induce others to vote with them agaiest the pro- 
posed amendments. 


Organized Campaign Against the Rule. 


The opponents of the rule have not been rusb- 
ing into print to any great extent, but have been 
relying on au organized campaign. That they 
are in earnest is evidenced by the boast that they 
have shown themselves willing to promise their 
future 1 oo any of the questions which may 
come up for votes on the present subject. A 
meeting was held at the Grand Pacific Hotel 
Friday afternoon to 3 against the rule. 
John Dupee acted as Chairman and Edward Nor- 
ton as Secretary. An opinion by W. 8. Crosby 
on the subject was presented and indorsed. The 
following extracts are from the opinion, which 
has been printed and will be sent to members to- 
morrow: 

Thore is a demand for privileges, and that do- 
mand has been sufficiently persistent to outlive 
the former efforts of this board tostopit. Re- 
peatedly at intervals the directors, by regulation 
inform of resolution, have tried to stop this 
practice. The most drastic measures, including 
the severest penalties within the corporate pow- 
ers of the board, have been resorted to, and aid 
spies have fattened off our treasury in the e ort 
to apply those penalties. Such being the case it 
is willful blindness to pretend that the question 
is one of indifference tous. It is of great im- 
portance, and should be so regarded. If the de- 
sire for these contracts is so great, as we have al- 
ways found it to be, the reasons for their sup- 
pression should be overpoweringly urgent. 

“Several of our largest houses tell me that 
fully 25 per cent of their trade grows out of priv- 
ileges. Among their customers the financially 
strong sell them, those of moderate moans buy 
them. Itis fair to suppose that these conditions 
approximately hold throughout the trade. Now, 
a privilege is a form of contract the use of 
which is to limit and locate risk. chen we or 
our customers buy a privilege we do something 
to limit risk. 

“We have failed repeatedly to suppress the 
practice. The adoption of this rule will not vest 
the directors with any greater powers than they 
have assumed to possess without the rule. Pen- 
alties can be no more severe in the future than 
they have been in the past. The result hereto- 
fore has been monotonously uniform; the dishon- 
est have profited by their deceit, the honest have 
lost business for their honesty, and the effort to 
prohibit has universally failed. 

The State has by statute (Sec: 130, Criminal 
Code) prohibited the buying and selling of priv- 
ileges, invalidating the contracts and punishing 
violations with fine or Ir or both. 
We are asked to indorse that | aw. If it's a good 
law we should do it; if it’s a bad law we should 
not. Do you think ita good law? It says to buy 
and sell privileges is wrong. If buying and sell- 
ing privileges is wrong now it is because it was 
wrong before the statute said so. If it is wrong 
for no other reason than because the statute says 
so it is not wrong at all. 

The opinion goes on to develop the proposition 
that the law is unconstitutional and that privi- 
leges are not gambling contracts. It is claimed 
22 there i is intention to deliver at some time in 

“put” or call and that such contracts can 
4 proved legitimate on the same ground with 
the ordinary contract for future delivery. It 
28 with the following statement of inten- 
tion 

* First That we register our unmistakable 
protest against this statute by refusing to adopt 
the rule. Why should we enforce a law so bad 
that the State which made it won't enforce it? 

» Second—Ihat we demand its repeal by the 
Legislature or its nullification by the courts. 
Neither of these demands has ever been made. 
To indorse this statute now, by rule of, this 
board, is to admit the justice of a law we have 
constantly violated for yesrs, and that is to pub- 
licly and officially declare ourselves fit inmates 
of a penitentiary or a kindergarten.“ 

Still another circular will go out asking mem- 
bers to help defeat the rule and giving reasons 
for such action. This is signed by fifty firms and 
individuals, among which are Bartlett-Frazer & 
Co., Baldwin & Farnum, R. E. Pratt & Co., Fisk, 
Bennett & Co,, Lamson. Bros. & Co., U. A. W hy- 
land & Co., Brosseau & Co., and E. Ss. W orthing- 
ton.

Since that day on which 
he first set foot on American soil his history 
has been one with the history of music in this 
country. Boy violinist, conductor of grand 
opera between the age of 16 and 17, first vio- 
lin of a string quartet and leader, subsequent- 
ly conductor, in orchestra concerts at almost 
as early a period, he has been either the head 
of or prominently identified with the greatest 
musical undertakings in this country.

It was not Mr. Thomas’ desire to follow the 
profession of orchestral conductor. His en- 
trance upon this career was, as so frequently 
happens in matters of moment, an event of 
apparent accident. Deeply interested in his 
work as solo violinist, and in the quartet con- 
certs which he assisted in founding in 1856, 
he had no desire in other directions. One 
night in 1857 Mr. Thomas ar- 
rived at the theater ia time to take his 
place as leader in the orchestra for 
a performance of Halevy’s Jewess. Stigelli, 
Fabbri, and others singers of note were mem- 
bers of the company. Mr. Anschutz was the 
conductor. At the last moment upon this 
special occasion he was found unable to ap- 
pear. The score was missing, A search was 
instigated at certain points in the neighbur- 
hood known to be frequented by the incapaci- 
tated director.

strivings which compose the foundation of 
his career little is known, The following in- 
cidents now first gleaned from the books of 
programs preserved by Mr. Thomas and which 
alone give idea of the vast and important 
work that he has done will make more clear 
that which follows relating, for reasons given, 
mainly to this early period. ore 
Thomas.was born in the Kingdom of Hanover 
in the year of 1835. He displayed when a 
child so decided a talent for music that his 
father, alsoa violinist, encouraged it, and 
made him play in public when he wasonly 6 
years old. 

In 1845 the family came to this country 

and young Thomas remained in New York a 

couple of years, during which time he played 
successfully in concerts. His rformance 
on the instrument even then was distinguished 
by ite remarkable mastery of tone, precision, 
and delicacy. From New York he went South 
and traveled until 1851, when he returned to 
New York and played at the opera as one of the 
principal violinists during the „ 1 of 
Sontag, Jenny Lind, Grisi, and ario. In 
1853 he gave up most of his engagements 
and devoted himself to the study of those 
branches which are essential to the education 
ofan accomplished musician, studying har- 
mony under Rudolph Schellinger. Under Ar- 
diti, the conductor of the opera during the en- 
gagement of Mme. Lagrange, young Thomas 
became leader of the orchestra and continued 
to fill the position of leader and conductor in 
different German and Italian troupes until 
1861, then he gave up all connection with the 
theater. In 1854 he became one of the lead- 
ing members of the Philharmonic Society of 
New York, and in 1857 he traveled with Thal. 
berg and afterwards with Laborde, Piccolomi- 
ni, and other distinguished foreign artists. In 
1855, in connection with Messrs. Mason, 
Bergmann, Rosenthal, and Matzka, he com- 
menced the quartet soir 

During the succeeding three years Mr. 
Thomas gave orchestral concerts on a large 
scale. His aim was to bring under the notice 
of the public compositions which, though 
held in estimation abroad, had previously 
been neglected here, Ali idea of pecuniery 
benefit in connection with them being dis- 
carded, he was enabled to give them the 
fuil artistic value which his ambition coveted. 

During the winter of 1862-’63 he conducted 
the concerts of the Brooklyn Philharmonie 
Society. In 1864 and 1865 Mr. Thomas

1866 he he gave concerts in Irving Hall, and 
organized the orchestra with which he trav- 
eled through many sections of the country,

incalculable. Yet tons on tons of mail 
matter that reach Chicago every year have to 
be delivered three or four times before they 
reach their owners. The statistics of the tele- 
graph offices, for good reasons, are not made 
public; and how much inconvenience is ex- 
perienced by the courts, by the city govern- 
ment, by the express companies, by mer- 
chant deliveries no one has ever taken the 
trouble to inquire. Still. I am not sure but 
they all enjoy the confusion. 


When a wan kicks it is incumbent on him 
to point out something better than the thing 
he kicks about; and I have no doubt I could 
straighten things out in ten minutes if I had 
the power. ‘To 10 this it is only necessary 
that one should see clearly how the trouble 
arisés. The intelligent minority of people 
living in a large city soon master any system 
of street nomenclature whatever. The trou-

dle ie produced by the stupid majority and by 


non-residents ail over the world, who, in spite 
of their intelligence, are misled by a vicious 
system, and who involve the intelligent mi- 
nority in their blunders. It ought to be per- 
fectly clear, fore, that a street nomen- 
clatare should be adjusted to the minds of 
stupid residents and of non-residents; and 
that all we need ie to stamp out every form 
and vestige of duplication in names. 

These duplications are of two kinds. First, 
we havetwo streets with exactly the same 
names, sucb as our two West Fortieth streets. 
Secondly, we have the same name given to 
two thoroughfares with different generic 
names, as Indiana street and Indiana avenue. 
In the third place, we have both the specific 
and generic names of two thoroughfares the 
same, and distinguish them by prefixes, such 
as West and North.“ If the City Coun- 
cil would abolish all three of these forms of 
duplication our troubles would be at an end. 
Moreover, the duplications which create nine- 
tenths of the confusion are those produced by 
the West and “ North”’ prefixes, and these 
can be abolished without changing a name or 
anumber on the South Side by twosimple ex- 
pedients. 

The first of these is the numbering of the 
eust and west streets continuously from the 
lake to the western limits. instead of begin- 
ning again at the river. Only the West Side 
numbers would be changed, and this would 
at once abolish the mischievous confusion of 
east streets with west streets. If it were con- 
sidered indispensable that the number should 
indicate whether a place was east or west of 
the river, this could be provided for by begin- 
ning the numbering west of the river with 
500 or some other convenient number. This 
one change would be a greater relief than 
everything that Ald. Hepburn has recom- 
mended. 

The other change which I would make is 
more radical, but would well repay the tem- 
porary annoyance it would occasion. I would 
give the north end of every north and south 
street a different name from the south end, 
leaving the present dividing line along the 
river and West Randolph street unchanged. 
To illustrate, I would give North 
Clark street an entirely different name; 
and in order to furnish a sort of mnemonic 
connection between the two names I would 
make thém alliterative, and, possibly, begin- 
ning with the same two letters. I would call 
North Clark street Clermont street, and so 
forth, This would do away with the confu- 
sion between north streets and south 
Thus the two greatest evils in our 
street nomenclature would be wiped out with- 
out touching a street or a number on the 
South Side. 

Of course the people on the North Side 
would kick. They would kick if they were 
hanged. But this change would in the long 
run be,aggreat a bléssing to them as any one 
else, Moreover it ie not new. This method 
is in usg in Rochester, in Milwaukee, and in 
some smaller places along the lake shore. 
But it is equally adapted to and still more 
needed in large piaces, and it would be a reg- 
ular godsend in Chicago. Indeed, it is already 
in use in Chicago to a limited extent; for not 
only are La Salle street and Dearborn street 
north of the river called avenue,“ but Mich- 
igan avenue north of the river is Rush street, 
and Fifth avenue north of the river is Wells 
street. But as these are tne only instances 
they add to the contusion, and were no doubt 
intended to do so.

I never expect to see any 
rational improvementin the street nomen- 
clature. If I were in the City Council I could 
propose measures of the opposite character, 
which Lam sure would pass without refcr- 
euce to committee. I would propose that 
Madison street begin at the Rush strect bridge 
and run along River street, Wabash avenue, 
Madison street, Fifth avenue, Harrison street, 
and Blue Island avenue, I would propose 
that the North Division be called the South 
Division, so as to have two South Divisions. 
I would propose that the street number be 
assigned to each house by lot. These and 
other tions, I think, would make me a 
whale in body and secure for me a sort 
of municipal immortality.

Best Opinions from London on Henry Irving’s Latest Pageant.

Though Mr. Henry James and Mr. Oscar 


Wilde were made to taste the bitterness of 


failure in their recent dramatic enterprises in 


London it was a foregone conclusion that the 


king of diplomatists, Mr. Henry Irving, 
would in King Arthur“ add another to his 
proud list of Lyceum successes. His produc- 
tions are primarily great spectacles,. and 
though one may take exception toa view of 
character, that does not detract from the 
sumptuosity of the total effect. Faust 
waa splendid, though it was not precisely 
what Goethe intended, and “King Lear” 
was @ marvelous psychological study, though 
it was far from bemg the temperamental 
explosion which Shakespeare no doubt con- 
templated. Sothe “ King Arthur” now occu- 
pying the Lyceum boards is copied neither 
from the puges of Sir Thomas Malory nor 
Lord Tennyson; one can readily imagine it 
great with a hero who is open to much criti- 
ism; one could imagine it great without any

a speare, rs 
Forbes Robertson comes Alfred Ten- 
son. The change is short. but it is 
very thorough. To look at the Lancelot, 
with his expression, his well-cut 
teatures, and his unsensual face, he might be 
a Galahad, and the scene in which the tempted 
Lancelot sees the vision of the Holy Grail, 
and on his kness prays like a devout saint to 
resist the temp‘ation of this peerless woman 
and superb Queen, is the most beautiful in 
the play. Mr. Forbes Robertson, who accom- 
panied Mr. Irving on visite to America, is a 
oung man and has made the success of 
is career, (He is a brother, ＋ the 
way, of lan Robertson, formerly Law- 
rence rrett’s and Mme. Modjeska’s 
companies; also of Norman Forbes). 
His diction and elocution are masterly, eac 
word and sentence clearly cut and fallmg on 
the ear like music, whilst the voice has that 
throb of tenderness in it which affects all who 
are under the spell of so genuine an artist, 
The entrance of Miss Ellen Terry—glorious 
in priceless cogtume—as the Queen Guinevere 
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KING ARTHUR’S CAPITAL AS IT NOW APPEARS, 


King Arthur at all. For the real hero of the 
Arthurian legend is Lancelot. The blame- 
less King is and always has been a blameless 
prig. [Read Mr. G. H. Radford’s recent 
book of essays, “Shylock and Others” (T. 


Fisher Unwin), in which he treats of this 


subject. | 
How could King Arthur fail to be an 
artistic triumph when one considers the way 
in which Mr. Irving went about securing its 
success ? He employed Sir Arthur Sullivan 
to compose enough music for it to furnish an 
opera. He required scenery, but was he sat- 
isfied with artists like Hawes, Craven, and 
others, whose canvases are familiar to Ameri- 
can playgoers? As Sir Arthur Sullivan su- 
patented the music, Sir Edward Burne. 
ones of the Royal Academy was 
given the care of the scenery and 
accouterments. Is there not something 
princely in the manner in which 
Mr. Irving levies on the sister arts and 
makes them act as maidens in the 
adornment of their Cinderella of a sister? 
Archeology and all the other sciences are 
also put uader contribution, and are proud to 
stand and serve. At last when the first 
night comes at the Lyceum that small house 
is tilled with the epitome of the life of Lon- 
don. One quotes a newspaper report: All 
forms and features of art were there. Paint- 
ers assembled to congratulate Sir Edward 
Burne-Jones on his welcome wandering from 
the studio to the stage. Musicians came once 
more to cheer Sir Arthur Sullivan, to whom 
dramatic art has so often been indebted. 
Doctors were present, the best friends, 
truest, kindest counselors of the representa- 
tives of every phase of art. Judges and law- 
yers came, whose timely power of consulta- 
tion has so often smoothed over difficulties, and 
tempered the fury and the indignation that are 
inseparable from a life of nervous excite- 
ment. Literature in all its branches, jour- 
nalism in all its various states, sent the ‘fine 
flower’ of ite nobility to the well-recognized 
court of art—the Lyceum Theater.“ 
Shakspeare had no such audience three 
centuries ago at the Bankside. But, for that 
matter, Mr. Irving could not command the 
services of a Shakspeare, and thus far at least 
neither had any advantage over the other. 
Henry Irving has this to his credit, however, 
that his management has been one long lux- 
urious production of Shakspeare’s plays. It 
is no reproach to him that the poets of today 
are not actor-poets, like those of the Mer- 
maid Tavern. So he goes toa plain crafts- 
man, Mr. J. Comyns Carr, who carries out 
the task which has been contemplated for 
over a decade by many English writers— 
that of turning the King Arthur legend into a 
play. (Mr. Joseph William Comyns Carr was 
called to the bar in 1872, and was for a num- 
ber of years art critic to the Pali Mall Gazette, 
He has written several works on art. He 
dramatized Hardy’s novel “Far From the 
Madding Crowd,“ and collaborated with the 
late Hugh Conway in Called Back.“) The 
poets and the sentimentalisets and the esthetes 
pestered Mr. Irving with their ideas on King 
Arthur. One wanted this and one wanted 
that; some would have been too medieval, 
some too diffuse, some demanded Vivien, 
others insisted on Elaine, all natural! 
c‘amored for poetical and pictorial et. 
fect. The disciples of Tennyson clung with 
desperation to the poem of Guinevere as the 
one thing essential. They saw the religious 
beauty and calm of that superb climax; the 


retreat of the Queen after confession and 


contrition into the holy house of Ames. 
bury, the prattle of the novice, the awakened 
woman with the sweet recollections of the 
past; the mental panorama ofa dear lost 
life; the sudden arrival of the King with a 
compression of the finest dramatic speech in 
all modern poetry; the Queen’s humiliation, 
kissing the feet of her husband, and then the 
misty farewell, the departure into gloom, the 
long eternal good-by forever. But this was 
not to be.

When Sir Arthur Sullivan’s overture is over 
the curtain rises on the Magie Mere.“ All 
is dreamy, fantastic, mysterious, The music, 
always suggestive, never pronounced, helps 

imagination. The idea is silence and iso- 
lation. It may be some water cave in the 
heart of the cliff line of old Engiand. But it 
is silent, and it is the unruffled sea. Water 
nymphs and lake spirits, half hidden, play 
and sing on the water’s surface. This re- 
mote nook, hidden from all the world, 
is the casket that holds Excalibur, the 
enchanted sword, Sea sprites and ‘tantastic 
creatures have fashioned its scabbard and its 
blade, and fate has willed that the owuer of 
Excalibur shall be virtually immortal save to 
one who was born in the month of May. So 
Merlin pronounces and Merlin is the chorus 
of fate. Here to the silent mere in the glim- 
mermg dawn come Merlin and the King 
Arthur who is half divine. The majority of 
the critics agree that Mr, Irving’s first ap- 
earance is distinctly disappointing. Sir 
d ward Burne-Jones, it seems, has departed 
from the ideal Lohengrin notion of silver 
armor and has fitted him with a tight-fitting 
suit of black armor, making him 
look unromantic, unhervic, and unideal. 
And Merlin is swathed like one of the witches 
in ** Macbeth’’—Merlin, whom we the readers 
of Tennyson have figured as a sort of Saxon 
Homer: 
And he, the Ionian father of the rest, 
A thousand wrinkies carved his skin; 
A hundred winters snowed upon his breast.

Surely, too, there is something stultifying in 
the realism which would make Arthur look 
Uke Ivanhoe when one has always thought of 
him as a sort of Parsifal.

If he goes he will eave his soul; if 
he stays he will win the most beautiful 
woman on earth. The Queen is undecided, 
for she bas a conscience also: but the arrival 
of sweet Elaine, with her piteous, pleading 
love for Lancelot, sets the elder woman’s 
heart on fire. Ole can less understand the 
attitude of the King, but then he is not the 
Arthur of Tennyson. The Tennysonian 
Arthur would not have kept back one of his 
dearest knights from saving his soul at the 
cost of personal friendship or the more ignoble 
reason of personal safety, and, strange 
to say, all through this act we cannot detect 
a trace of the idealArthur. The uctor strains 
every nerve to make him interesting, but the 
King Arthur of this ideal court is not so very 
much more impressive than the King in 
„Hamlet,“ a play of which one is reminded 
again and again with dim visions of King, 
Queen, Ophelia, Hamlet, and Laertes. But 
the beautiful love scene between Lancelot 
and the Queen is worked up to with great del 
icacy and tact, and is played with a grace and 
significance rare indeed on the stage by Mr. 
Forbes Robertson.

It is when Lancelot confesses his love that 
Guinevere shrinks. She will not kill his soul. 
She bids hint to seek the Holy Grail. They 
part with tears and with chastened hearts. 
Still the Queen temporizes. She cheats her 
own conscience, The King, the poor blind, 
trusting King, who knows nothmg, helps his 
wife to break her good resolution by almost 
commanding his faithful knight to remain. 
So weakness triumphs and strength is washed 
away, and amidst a clash of armor, and a 
shout of soldiery. and a chant of goodly 
knights, the faithful go forth on their holy 
mission, and the faithless remain under the 
dark shadow of their self-made misery. A 

The second act reveals a woodland glade 
whicn suggests As You Like it.“ Dagonet 
is there instead of Touchstone, and Gumevere 
is Rosalind, There is a thunder-storm, symbol 
of evil omen. Lancelot and Guinevere have 
to hide like children in a bower of May, and 
the Queen has to shelter in her lover’s arms, 
closer and cioger still, and to be kissed pas- 
sionately on the lips again and again; whilst 
under the pure white May biossoms the traitor 
Mordred and his witch-mother Morgen Le 
Fay wait and observe and threaten the venge- 
ance that wilicrash down upon the lovers 
like that ofa thunder-ciap. May in good truth 
is an ominous month in the saddened story. 

Mordred accuses Lancelot. The secret of 
guilty love is further revealed by means of 
the dead E.aine. To the exquisite wail of a 
minor dirge the “Lily Maiden” is brought 
up on a bier to the castle, and in her hand isa 
sealed letter addres-ed to the Queea. 
Elaine the fair, Elaine the lovable— 
whose honor, one regrets to say, is assailed 
by none other than the King, who is her his- 
toric cham pion—has died for love of Lance- 
lot. Why King Arthur should doubt her puri- 
ty one does not know, but here are his words 
in answer to the Queen's doubts about her 
sin. Says the King: 

Ay. for it must be so. 

Some sin there was though unrecorded here, 

Some stain that smirched her seeming purity, 

Which Lancelot, all too noble, cold not urge, 

Else were it not in nature to refuse 

So sweet a gift. 

However, the letter in Elaine’s hand bring; 
nearer home the guilt of Guinevere and Lance- 
lot, It is the Queen who, to the surprise of 
Lancelot, makes open confession of her guilt. 

„What hast thou done? asks Lanceiot in 
an agony of remorse, to which the Queen re- 
plies, ** All that was left to do.“ For a mo- 
ment the dazed King relents. He is paralyzed 
at the position. Take back that word and 
none shail know ’twas said. But the guilty 
Queen remains immovable. The King is 
heart-broken. 

Is this so much to ask? Ay, all too much.

The production by Mr. Henry Irving of Mr. 
Comyns Carr’s play, ‘*King Arthur,“ gives 
special timeliness to the completion of 
Messrs. J. M. Dent & Co.’s fine edition of 
Malory’s Morte d' Arthur.“ This. edition 
is contained in two handsome volumes giving 
Caxton’s text, modernized as to spelling and 
punctuation, elaborately iliustrated dec- 
orated by Mr. Aubrey Beardsley, and pro- 
vided with an introduction by Prof. Rhys. 
To mention the artist’s name is almost suf- 
ficient description of the character of the il- 
lustrations; they are striking specimens of 
his well-known style. They form a most ap- 
propriate accompaniment to the text and are 
a valuable feature of the edition.

UNFIT TO SERVE AS JUDGES OR CLERKS. 
The ward councils of the Civic Federation 
have been looking over the lists of men se- 
lected by the different political organizations 
to act as judges and clerks of election for the 
ensuing year. They find that there has been 
great carelessness shown, especially on the 
part of the Democrats, in’ picking out men. 

The law ‘says specificaily that a judge 
must be a householder, must be a resident of 
the precinct, and must not hold any office 
under the United ‘States, State, county, city, 
or town. There has been a failure in numer- 
ous instances to comply with those essential 
requiremente. In one ward, out of 116 
judges and clerks, fifteen, or over 12 per cent, 
clearly are not qualified. This is a rather 
discreditable showing. 

Among those who have been recommended 
forappointment by ward committeemen are 
individuals who cannot write English legibly ; 
a blind man, one who can neither read nor 
write; one who was lately indicted for receiv- 
ing stolen goods, and one who is a promoter 
of dog fights. All these are in the Twenty- 
niath Ward. Over half the Democratic 
judges in that ward are saloonkeepers, and 
from fifteen to ae of the judges are in the 
employ of the city 6r of the United States— 
are Democratic officeholders, keenly in- 
terested in the success of the Democratic 
party. 

When such men as these act as judges and 
clerks it is not surprising that the Twenty- 
ninth Ward should give phenomena! Demo- 
cratic majorities. It seems to be the inten- 
tion that it shall givean overwhelming Dem- 
ocratic majority this spring no matter what 


the real vote may be. But if the Election? 


Commissioners reject all these incompetent 
and unfit men and insist on better ones being 
named there will be some chance of a fair 
election. 

Other wards are not quite as bad as the 
Twenty-ninth, but in all of them those who 
did the selecting seem to have been utterly 
ignorant or unmindful ef some of the plainest 
provisions of the law, as for instance the one 
that judges and clerks shall not be office- 
holders. It was assumed by the framers of 
the law that the time of a man who is in the 
public service is pretty well taken up, and he 
ought not to be required to serve. Judging 
by the number of City Hall employés dis- 
covered among the judges and clerks they 
have precious little to do. 

It hus been said that this year both parties 
were going to pick out first-class men to rep- 
resent them. The Democrats have done very 
poorly. The Republicans have not done as 
well as they ought to. -If the lists which have 
been handed in were to be confirmed without 
change there would be no assurance of a cor- 
rect registry and a straight count. Therefore 
when the results of the investigations of the 
Civic Federation are laid before the Election 
Commissioners they will undoubtedly pro- 
coed to winnow out the ineligible and the un- 
fit; and replace them by others who can read, 
write, and cipher, who are of reputable char- 
acter, and meet the other requirements of 
the law. 8 


THE POPE’S APPEAL TO STRIKERS, 

The encyclical letter of Pope Leo to the 
American Bishops contains some advice to 
the workingmen on the subject of societies. 
What he has to say does not relate to organ 
zations like the Knights of Pythias or othe 
which have been condemned specifically by 
the church, but is so broad as to take in or- 
ganizations like the labor unions, which are 
not in themselves objectionable from the 
standpoint of the church. 

The Pope says the working classes have the 
right to unite in associations for the promo- 
tion of their interests, a right acknowledged 
by the church ana unopposed by nature.” 
But, says he, it is important for them to take 
heed with whom they associate, or while they 
are trying to better their condition they will 
imperil weightier interests. The most 
effectual precaution against this peril is to 
determine at no time or in any maaner to be 
parties to the violation of justice.“ 

Consequently, sass he, Catholic working 
men ought to shun societies which are ruled 
by and obey blindly persons not steadfast for 
the right and friendly to religion. So no 
man should join an association “which in 
the opinion of intelligent men and especially 
of the Bishops is regarded as suspicious and 
dangerous.“ 

It is stated to be desirable also that Catho- 
lies should associate with Catholics. The mix- 
ing of Protestants and Catholics even in 
trades un ions is to be avoided except when 
absolutely necessary, and it is suggested that 
* priests or upright laymen of weight and 
character” be chosen as the Presidents, 
walking delegates, etc., of these workingmen’s 
organizations. 

Something of this kind may be done in Eu- 
rope, but it is out of the question here, The 
Pope does not seem to know it, but the Bish- 
ops do. Workmgmen, members of different 
churches, wl belong to the same labor 
union, There will not be one organization of 
Protestant and another of Catholic bricklay- 
ers or railroad firemen. And in electing oll. 
cers they will de as they have done in the

Not to hinder any one to dispose of his 
services when he pleases and where he 
pleases.” This is good law and. good morals, 
and Bishops and priests cannot say it too 
often to congregations. Catholics as well as 
Protestants and Nothingarians took part last 
summer in the scenes of violence and riot 
the Pope refers to. They took part in the re- 
cent Brooklyn street car riots. On both oc- 
casion’ this principle that men can dispose of 
their services when and where they please was 
violated ruthlessly. It would be a great gain 
for peace and good order if the Catholic ele- 
ment among the workingmen were to listen 
obediently to the words of the Pope. For if 
etrikers would keep their hands off men who 
come forward to take the places they have 
vacated strikes would be very peaceful affairs. 

It is tu be hoped that the dignitaries of the 
church, to whom this letter is addressed, will 
do all in their power to instill these lessons 
into the ears of those for whom they are in- 
tended. But it is doubtful whether any im- 
mediate good will result. The workingmen 
have not been in the habit atany time of 
consulting priests or clergymen about the 
way to protect their own interests or to man- 
age strikes, and it is not likely that they will 
pay much attention to advice coming from 
that quarter. Nevertheless the Pope has 
spoken wisely and well so far as what he has 
tosay about non-interference with the rights 
of others is concerned. 


BETWEEN HE AND 1.“ 

A graver charge must de brought against 
„Willie“ Breckinridge than that of trying to 
smash the nose and black the eyes of the gen- 
tleman from Missouri because of vigorous 
epithets applied to him in the course of de- 
bate, and in a certain sense properly applied, 
since Mr. Breckinridge had offensively and 
unnecessarily interfered with Mr. Heard, 
When Mr. Breckinridge was brought before 
the bar of the House by persuasion of Col, 
„ke“ Hill and his ponderous mace the al- 
leged silver-tongued orator from the Blue 
Grass region spoke as follows: 

He called me a liar. I ought not to have ro- 
sented it, Mr. Speaker, but, as a Mississippi Judge 
once said, the lie was the first assault, and in 
spite of my gray hairs I could not restrain my- 
self. I apologize to the Speaker and to the House. 
To the gentleman I will say that that cannot ro- 
main between he and I. 

Thus in addition to his onslaught upon Mr. 
Heard, growing out of his overweening love 
of notoriety and his choleric temper, did Mr. 
Breckinridge commita foul and violent on- 
slaught upon English grammar, smashing the 
part of speech which Dr. Johnson once ap- 
plied so vigorously to the billingsgate fish- 
wife when the burly doctor was pressed to the 
wall by the scurrilous hussy of the market. 
It may be that between he and 1” is good 
form in the Blue Grass region where the 
demands of grammar are not of 
so much consequence as the beauty 
of women, the soufdness of horses, 
and the strength of whisky. It may be that 
still effervescing with anger he was more actu- 
ated by his personal feelings than by the in- 
tegrity of the personal pronouns. It may be 
that Mr. Breckinridge was early infected with 
„ between he and I,“ and that as the years 
have gone by the virus has become deep 
seated and has so permeated his intellect that 
he cannot help this violent assault upon the 
parts of speech. It may be even that he does 
not know the nature of his offense and was 
ignorant of the crime he committed 
when standing before the ber of the House 
and substantially before the bar of the whole 
country, he proceeded to purge himself of 
contempt and to apologize for his choleric 
rage by deliberately trampling upon and 
mangling the objective case and by dragging 
in the nominative to perform a service that 
edges one’s teeth with grammatical grit and 
rouses fierce and deep resentment in the 
minds of those who have any reverence for 
the memory of Lindley Murray or any re- 
spect for the associations ot school days, 
Whatever may have deen the cause 
there is no excuse for a grown-up man 
who has had large experience as a silver- 
tongued orator, who has written and spoken 
much, and who has had the advantage of sit- 
ting in court and listeo ing to the fluent, cor- 
rect use of English when she and 1,“ not 
„her and him,” according to the Breckinridge 
usage, were deeply interested. 

Mr, Breckinridge now owes a contrite apol- 
ogy tothe English language and to every 
schooimaster and schoolmistress for the 
breakage of one of its fundamental laws. His 
fracas with the gentleman from Missouri may 
be overlooked, His breach of promise with 
the Pollard woman even may be forgotten. 
since both were so much to blame. But his 
violence to the personal pronouns admits 
of no excuse. If he is not aware 
of* the nature of his offense, then 
it is not too late for him 
to go to an infant school and meekly and 
humbly seek to realize the depths of deprav- 
ity that lurk in the between he and I.“ and 
to resolve in the future to abandon politics, 
to forsake oratory, to quit the rostrum, and 
even to turn the cold shoulder to the charms 
of beauty and devote the remainder of his 
life to a solution of the mysteries of the per- 
sonal pronoun. And how many more persons 
in this country—good, honest. lovable persons 
—might join him in the quest, for Mr. Breckin- 
ridge is not the only one who encounters per- 
sonal pronouns only to mangle and distort 
them. 
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HYPNOTISM AND CRIME, 

The recent acquittal of a confessed mur- 
derer by a Kansas jury on the plea that the 
act of killing was compulsory because he was 
at the time in the hypnotic state and was 
obliged to do the will of his hypnotizer is a 
startling fact. It lends great interest to an 
article in the current number of the New York 
Medical Journal by Thomson Jay Hudson of 
Washington, a well-known lawyer and stu- 
dent of psychic phenomena. The writer holds 
that if a confessed murderer can be acquitted 
of the crime and the alleged hypnotist be con- 
victed of murder on the testimony alone of 
the said murderer no man is safe who incurs 
the enmity of one of the criminal classes. 
He says: In the present state of 
popular opinion on the subject of hypno- 
tism it is a charge im possible of refu- 
tation,” and this because of a pop- 
ular belief that a person may be hypnotized 
at a distance and against his will. Surely this 
cannot be true as a general statement, though 
it may hold good for some sections where 
the intelligence of the people is less than the 
average, One may also question the assump- 
tion by the writer that hypnotism is a science, 
and his position that anything claimed to be a 
law“ in regard to it is now almost uni- 
versally recognized by scientists throughout 
the civilized world.” It ls probable that if a 
census could be taken of the opinions of all 
the scientific men or. the subject it would be 
found that the great majority of them look 
upon hypnotism as an unqualified hum bug. 

But all sensible men and women will agree 
with Mr. Hudson that laboratory and plat-

ble evidential value, and that when a man 
sets up hypnotism as a defense in a criminal 
trial he proclaims himself a criminal charae- 
ter. Hence hypnotism should never, under 


urged as a defense, and dune te naler leno 
reason for admitting hypnotism.” The fact 


liquor as to become for the time utterly irre- 
sponsible is not admitted as a defense, the law 
holding that he has no right to it since he 
voluntarily rendered himself irresponsible by 
getting intoxicated. The hypnotic subject 
should be held to the same rule and for the 
same reason, for no man can be hypnotized 
ayainst his will,, He voluntarily places him- 
self in the power of a hypnotist whom he 
more than probably knows to be a criminal 
character, and he should be held to the same 
accountability for the results as is the drunk- 
ard, Moreover, the hynotized subject will 
never commit a crime in that state which he 
would not commit in his normal condition. 

It it were true that a witness was so deeply 
hypnotized as to be an irresponsible agent he 
necessarily was in a state that would preclude 
the possibility of his having any definite 
recollection of what happened at the time. 
Hence his whole testimony would be open to 
the suspicion that he was merely reciting the 
details of a subjective hallucination, and it 
should ha ve no more standing in court than 
the recital of an alleged dream. It follows 
that from a legal standpoint itis a most in- 
tensely absurd proposition to hypnotize a 
party in court for the purpose of question- 
ing him concerning what passed dur- 
ing a previous hypnotization. “ Not 
one of the conditions which give value 
to human testimony would be present. 
As he could not be punished for perjury if 
he swore faisely in thatcondition, the instinct 
of self-preservation would cause him to swear 
falsely if the truth would militate against 
him, and if in a really hypnotic state the wit- 
ness would be amenable to control by sug- 
gestion. Necessarily he would be controlled 
by suggestions given in leading questions on 
cross examination, or would be restered to 
normal conselousness by a conflict of sug- 
gestions. For these reasons a hypnotized 
subject can have no legitimate standing 
as a witness in a court of justice, 
and hypnotism has no legitimate 
place in criminal jurisprudence, The 
attempt to thrust it into that field is the re- 
sult of a determination by interested parties 
to confine the uses of hypnotism toa select 
few; and the effort has been aided by popular 
ignorance and criminal instinct until our courts 
of justice are threatened with an inundation 
of cases involving questions that are new and 
strange to lawyers and Judges, and threaten 
jurors with paralysis. It is humiliating, but 
true, that in the last quarter of the nineteenth 
century we are threatened with a repetition 
of the insanity of the seventeenth,the ghost of 
Cotton Mather stalking abroad at noonday 
and gibbering from the forum. 


LET THE GAME BE PROTECTED. 

Amendments to the present law for the 
protection of Illinois game birds and animals 
have been prepared by representatives of the 
State and National sporteman’s associations 
and will be introduced at Springfield at an 
early date. They should be acted upon fa- 
vorably. The amended bill is intended to 
take the place of one already introduced, but 
which has been pronounced by lawyers of 
reputation to be fatally weak in many 
parts. A reading of this bill shows that 
it is worthless from the standpoint 
of one who would like to see 
postponed the date of the final extermination 
of our wild fowl and.mammals. It has been 
the fixed purpose of true sportsmen for years 
to see that no extension of the time allowed 
for the killing of game be granted. In fact, 
the belief has been that open seasons should 
be curtailed rather than extended, In thy bill 
now before the Illinois Legislature pinnated 
grouse or prairie chicken are given protec- 
tion only from Jan. 1 to Sept. 1. This is an 
extension of the killing time for a period of 
six weeks and is a step backward. The law 
now on the statute books bounds the open 
season for prairie chickens by the dates Sept. 
15 and Nov. 1. This is as it should be, 

One of the fatal weaknesses which lawyers 

have pointed out in the measure already pre- 
sented is that the caption does not contain 
what is set forth in the law. That part of the 
act touching the appointment of game war- 
dens is omitted from the heading, and pre- 
sumably therefore ite constitutionality could 
be successfully attacked; One of the un- 
fortunate features of the bill is that 
the section which touches upon the sale 
of game falls within that part of the measure 
devoted to the subject of wardens. If this 
part, therefore, ba inactive the clause cover- 
ing the sale of game is also void. It is a 
question, however, if the activity of the sale 
clause would be of benefit either to game or 
sportsmen, It says: 
It shall be lawful to buy or sell any of the 
game birds or water fowl mentioned in this act 
commencing five days after the opening date and 
closing five days before the ending of the legally 
constituted open season. Any person, firm, or 
corporation offending shall be fined on conviction 
$10 for every game bird er fowl found in his or 
their possession coming from the State of Illi- 
nois, and said game shall be confiscated and 
turned over by the warden to the charitable in- 
stitutions of the county in which seized. 

There is not one word said about when it is 
unlawful to sell game, and the bungling word- 
ing of the bill makes it appear that a man is 
to be fined for selling game whea it is lawful 
to do so. The effect of this sale section, as a 
reading of it will show, is simply to throw the 
market for game open the year through, 
Taking it for granted that the mistakes in 
wording the bill were unintentional, the 
framers will find upon perusing their 
work that they have not forbidden 
the sale in Chicago at any time 
of the year of game that is brought in from 
other States. Chicago is the great game mar- 
ket of the country, and to allow its sale in this 
city at all seasons means rapid extermination. 
Beyond this it means that money incentives 
are held out to men to violate the laws of the 
States in which they live. The source of the 
game supply in Chicago is largely in those 
States which have laws forbidding the export 
of game from their borders. During the time 
that the selling of wild fowl and quadrupeds is 
lawful in Chicago the purchasers of the supply 
are in many instances in collusion with law- 
breakers. To extend this period of selling 
during the whole year would not only be a 
wrong to the birds, but would work à mani- 
fest injustice to the true sportsmen of those 
States to whose inhabitants the open market 
of Chicago would be a constant temptation to 
law violation. 

In that section of the same law which 
touches upon the killing of song birds and 
birds of plumage many of the most useful 
birds are omitted from the list of those which 
it is intended to protect. Moreover, the same 
section fails to provide a penalty for having a 
dead bird in one’s possession. A man must 
be caught in the act of killing to be success- 
fally prosecuted, a fact which makes the pro- 
vision of little value. 

The amendments to the present law which 
will shortly be presented to take the place of 
the inefficient measure already introduced 
and wh.ch should be passed promptly by the 
Legisiature have been prepared by men who 
ba ve no other object in view than the perma- 
nent preservation of the game and the allow- 
ing at the same time ofa sufficient period 
each year forthe pleasure of bunting and 
for the sale of game so that those

The shortening of the sale season one 
month, that is, the putting back the limit 
from Feb. 1 to Jan. 1, will doa great deal 
forthe welfare of the birds in the West. 
During the cold weather of January and the 
latter part of December, when food is scarce, 
the birds are easily trapped. Large numbers 
of snared birds are received on South 
Water street daily. One merchant recently 
received 500 trapped quail from a point in a 
State from which export of game is prohib- 
ited and in which the trapping of birds is 
alike unlawful. The new law, if passed, will 
go a great way toward preventing the repeti- 
tion of these breaches of the law and a viola- 
tion of those rules of common sense which 
tell us that we cannot kill the game and 
have it. 


— EXIT WARD M’ALLISTER, 
The necrologist will find some difficulty in 


locating the department of industry in which 


he shall record the name of the late Ward Mo- 
Allister, the coacher of New York’s Four 
Hundred. Though he studied law early in 
his career he did not practice it and he never 
hac business of any sort, as business is gen- 
erally understood, In this respect he stands 
unique. It is impossible to connect tne de- 
ceased with any profession, calling, or indus- 
try, and yet no man in the country was better 
known than he. If, therefore, the necrologist 
wishes to embalm him in the records he must 
supply a new department. Perhaps it would 
be proper to enter him among the dead of 
1895 as arbiter elegantiarum. He will oc- 
cupy the place alone, for though he had some 
imitators there was never but one McAllister, 

Mr. McAllister was the court of last resort 
in all matters of etiquette, convention, be- 
havior, dress, and gastronomy. His decision 
was final. Howhe acquired the knowledge 
necessary to formulate these decisions with 
such unerring accuracy no one knows, It is 
probable it was born in him. Call it an in- 
spiration, an afflatus, genius. The principal 
thing is that he always had this knowledge. 
Acting upon its canons he early discovered 
that there were but 400 persons in all New 
York who could be taught to conduct them- 
selves properly on all occasions, This 
was the greatest discovery of his long 
career and it vas accepted with- 
out question, He named the Four Hun- 
dred individually and every man and woman of 
them was so grateful for the distinction that 
they placed themselves under his censorship, 
and whenever in doubt as toa fine point of 
etiquette, the style of a coat, the concocting 
of a dish, or the quality of a wine, they had 
only to ask him and his word was law. It is 
due to Mr. McAllister to say that he did his 
work well and unostentatiously until he was 
tempted into writing his book. It is due to 
his clients to say that they were loyal to their 
mentor and that they never disputed his edicts. 
Thus he ruled supreme, and though himself 
living quietly and modestly he was master of 
all the forms of the haut ton and arbiter 
of every question that distracted the creme de 
la creme. It is not certuin that when he num- 
bered his subjects and made them famous all 
over the country as the Four Hundred he 
reckoned himself as one of the units, It 
may be assumed that he was above and apart 
from the Four Hundred, while still he was 
one of them. It was not necessary for him 
to give the assurance that he knew how to 
behave on occasions, for behavior emanated 
from him. It was his aura and the Four 
Hundred lived in the McAllister atmosphere. 
Apart from this supremacy it must be set 
down to his credit that, although he accom- 
plished nothing of any practical use, what he 
did do he did well, and that in the art of ball, 
reception, and dinner giving he was facile 
princeps. 

His death must create a vold because he 
leaves no successor. Few people have the dis- 
position to devote their entire time to the con- 
ventionalities and frills for an idle, useless 
coterie of people who have nothing else to do 
but to appear ornamental and enjoy the de- 
lights of luxurious living. Still fewer are 
those who have the genius to do it. It is not 
likely there is another person in New York 
who can fill his place, Chicago could do it 
perhaps, for we have one or two incipient 
MecAllisters here who might be able to man- 
age 400 in New York, but find it impossible 
to run the 40,000 in Cnicago and keep them 
within the bounds of gilt edged etiquette 
so that they may be readily distinguished 
from the plebelans. This is the despair of 
the situation. The Four Hundred are now an 
acephalous, leaderless, heterogeneous coterie, 
bound to nothing, not even to each other. 
Already they are showing bad form at funer- 


‘als, putting in vulgar appearances in divorce 


courts, and having low-down scrimmages 
with butlers. How soon will it be, now the 
mentor has gone where there are no Four 
Hundred and all are on the same level, before 
his late subjects will be eating with knives, 
sitting on front stoops, and committing all 
those offenses.of gaucherie and gluttony that 
are so delightful to the natural un-MeAllis- 
tered man and woman? 


THE NEW GOVERNMENT BUILDING, 

The Chicago Postoffice bill ia progressing, 
though rather slowly. Senator Vest has kept 
his promise and has reported it to the Senate, 
but with amendments which, as they are sug- 
gested by the Secretary of the Treasury, will 
be adopted, 

One of them is that the provision in the 
House bill that as much as possible of the 
material in the present structure be used for 
the new one be stricken out. That is right. 
The rotten, moldering, half-baked sandstone 
of which the Government Building is con- 
structed cannot be utilized, and even if it 
were of better quality it would cost mors to 
take it down carefully and redress it than to 
buy new stone, 

The bill, as passed by the House, says that 
the building must be ready for occupancy 
within three years after the approval of the 
coutract. The Secretary says that more than 
three years will be required unless the Chica- 
go steel skeleton method of construction is 
adopted. He does not think that it would be 
for the best interests of the government that 
this more rapid and economie mode of build- 
ing should be chosen and therefore he wants 
the time limit extended a little. 

Chicagoans Go not agree with him. They 
cannot see wherein it is improper or undigni- 
fied for the General Government to erect an 
office building similar to the handsome ones 
which private capital has put up here, but the 
Treasury Department is set in its ways and 
will not change them. The great point is 
that the bill will get through the Senate soon. 
It will have to go back to the House, but that 
body has shown its friendliness and will con. 
cur in any amendments which may be made. 

If no money is appropriated at this seasion 
some will be at the next, and before the close 
of the century there will be a decent govern- 
ment building here. 


A orry paper condoles with those city and 
county officers whose salaries are over $4,000 
a year and who it says will have to pay an in- 
come tax, The sympathy is wasted. A Dem- 
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Chief of Police, the head of the Fire Depart- 


ment, the Corporation Counsel, ete., will have 
to pay nothing on their salaries. But the 
case is rather different with the County Treas- 
urer, or rather with the person who held that 


office during last year. He received a large 


amount, estimated at about $100,000, as in- 
terest on deposits. Jt was not part of his 
salary. He did not get it as “ extra compen- 
sation under the law passed by the last Gen- 
eral Assembly. Therefore he ought to pay 2 
per cent on it, or about $2,000, When he 
fills out his blank he must not imagine that 

the law exempts his income from interest on 


deposits, 


Tue latest news from Hawaii is to the effect 
that the recent alleged revolution was but a 
flash in the pan. The rebels were scattered 
after the first engagement and the leaders 
went into hiding. Since then the government 
has been busy in ferreting them out. All of 
them have been taken into custody and are 
being tried by court-martial, three of them 
having ccnfessed to treason. Among those 
arrested is ex-Queen Liliuokalani, who 
is charged with complicity in the conspiracy 
to overthrow the government, and whose 
house was searched after her arrest with the 
result of finding dynamite bombs and a stock 
of arms stored thera, It is thtimated that 
Mr, Theophilus Davis, who is the agent to 
England of the ex-Queen, will move to have 
the English Government interfere in the mat- 
ter of her arrest, but the movement apparent- 
ly can have no result of advantage to Liliuo- 
kalani, as the Hawaiian Government has 
been recognized by the English, and if the ex- 
Queen has been guilty of treason she must 
suffer the consequences. Were the case re- 
versed and President Dole the conspirator 
there is no question he would suffer decapita- 
tion at the bands of Liliuokalani without any 
unnecessary delay. In this case, however, it 
is not proba ble that Mr. Dole is thirsty for 
the possession of her head. If she is found 
guilty it is likely that she will be exiled with 
instructions not to return. The news will 
cause lamentation at the White House, but as 
Hawallan affairs are now in the hands of 
Congress neither the President nor the Secre- 


\ tary, of State can go farther than a display of

The Rev. Jason Penroynal Found Something 
Good to Say of Old Bat Flurney. 
When it comes to downright charity, the 
sort that thinks no evil and says no evil, the 
Rev. Jason Penroyal bad few equals and no 
superiors throughout the entire Virginia 
belt where. his ministrations extended. Be- 
cause of this most amiable quality and not 
for any special excellence in preaching he was 
constantly in demand upon funeral occasions. 
He always contrived to discover some good 
qualities in the dead which the neighbors had 
failed to find, and if the departed was not 
too bad he made it a duty to land him 
in heaven. He was sent for here, there, 
and every where, oftentimes having 
to make distances across country 
as great as fifty miles or more. Mr. Pen- 
royal never complained; indeed, he seemed 
to find a mournful pleasure in this kind of 
work although he never received any com- 
pensation for his services, which could not 
but seriously interfere with his regular duties 
as a circuit rider. Nothing was permitted to 
interfere with the discharge of what he ap- 
peared to think a paramount duty, and be- 
reaved ones seemed to find solid comfort in 
what he said upon these sad occasions. 
Atime came, however, when his friends 
thought he had been given a task beyond his 
capabilities. Indeed, several of the irre- 
ligious of the community actuaily made bets 
that he would never be able to say a single 
word in eulogy of old Bat Flurney, who had 
been shot and killed by Andy Hollowell while 


trying to escape one night from 
the latter’s smoke-house.. The spoils 
of the raid were in his arms, the 
evidence of his guilt positive This, 


however, was but one of 10,000 transgres- 
sions of Bat, who had stolen from his boy- 
hood up. He was a drunkard, a gambler, a 
horse-racer, and a profane swearer. His 
brutality had driven his wife to suicide and 
his three children to the devil. His name 
was a synonym for all wickedness, and the en- 
tire community breathed free for the first 
time in twenty years when it learned that Bat 
was no more. So well satisfied were the neigh- 
bors that they desired to give Andy a public 
testimonial in the shape of a big dinner at the 
Wayville tavern; but he modestly declined it 
on the ground that the pleasure he found in 
the act of ridding the people of such a post 
was ample compensation and he could not 
think of accepting any further reward. 

Bat had numerous relatives, who, whatever

Oakey Hals Reminiscences of New York Politics in 
Bill Tweed Days. 


HE prominence which the office of 
Chief Magistrate in New York City 
attained in public interest through- 
out the Union during the recent 
municipal election there; as well as 
the succession to that office of a purely busi-

MYSTERY OF THE INAOOBSSIBLE RE. 
GION REMAINS UNPENETRATED.

Fallure of All the Expeditions of 1894 te 
Solve the Problem of the North Fele 
Remarkable Features of the Polar Sea 
Where Some of Nature's Most Myste- 
rious Phenomens Are on Exhibition in 
Their Most Powerful Manner—A Region 
Teeming with Animal Life. 


Conspicuous among thé unsoived problems 
that it was hoped the year 1894 would push 
toa solution was the failure to penetrate to 
the vicinity of north pole, While there were 
something like a dozen expeditions, more or 
less notable, not one succeeded in making 
any addition to the stores of useful knowl- 
edge, much less in gaining the goal in this 
long-continued quest. 

The history of this exploration really begins 
ata much earlier period than is generally 
supposed, says a scientific writer in the Pitts- 
burg Dispatch. The Society of Northern An- 
tiquaries of Copenhagen has trustworthy evi- 
dence that Ne-vfoundland, Greenland, and 
parts of the North American coast on the east- 
ern side were visited by the old sea kings of 
Scandinavia as far back as in the ninth and 
tenth centuries, 

As early as A. D. 875, while Kmg Alfred 
was expelling the Danes from English soil 
and was sowing the seeds of a crude civiliza- 
tion into the barren brain of his subjects, 
these hardy sea-roving Kings were formmg 
settlements in Iceland, 

More than a century later, about the year 
1000, Lief Erickson, so antiquarians now 
maintain, pushed to the west and landed on 
the shores of Massachusetts. 

A long line of explorers had already felt the 
frozen touch of the great Boreal Ice King 
long before the Cabots, Frobisher, Hudson, 
Baffin, Behring, Cook, Ross, Franklin, and 
others by the score since that time, had en- 
deavored to set foot on this realm of wonder 
and of terror, 

No more now than 300 years ago can man 
navigate on a sea of erushing and grindmg 
ice fields, and no betier now than at any time 
in the past can he make a sledge journey with 
dogs over a surface of holes, icy projections 
in all conceivable angles and shapes, treach- 
ous pitfalls all sifted over with fine snow, a 
mile sometimes being a hard day’s journey, 
with probably a gale blowing and a tempera- 
ture anywhere from 40° to 80 below zero 

Not a tree nor shrub meets the eye beyond 
the seventieth degree of latitude; all the forest 
woods have disappeared; a few hardy lichen 
and some creeping plants are all that clothe 
the scanty and uneven soil, Yet, strange as it 
seems, it is still true that in the brief summer 
comes forth a bounteous crop of grasses, 
and a wonderful variety of flowers, beauti- 
ful but scentless, comes to grace the deso- 
late arctic landscape. But in this region 
some of nature’s most mysterious phenomena 
are on exhibition in their most powerful man- 
ner. Here is the limit of attraction for the 
compass-needie, and the dipping-needle, 
which lies horizontal on thetorrid and tem- 

rate zones, now points straight downward, 

ysteriously, in a cycie of about 2,000 years, 
this magnetic pole, or center, «bich is not co- 
incidental with the geographical pole, re- 
voives around the latter, from a cause as yet 
not fully known. 

Only two degrees farther north is the line of 
temperature —the maximum limit of cold— 
something that as yet baffles all investigation. 
There is inductive evidence that the pole is 
considerably less cold than the latitude 15° 
from it. Why this should be so, if such be the 
fact, is a matter for which we cannot advance 
any explanation whatever. 

Arctic Ocean itself, pretty centrally in 
which is located the much-hunted pole, is an 
ice-covrered body of water, approximately 
2,000 miles in diameter, whose physical feat- 
ures are ever varying us wind and tide and 
changing seasons impress them. Great ice 
fields, floes of vast extent, ponderous bergs, 
colossal icy forma of most fantastic outlines, 
long stretches of open water, all this in mo- 
tion and interchanging if it be spring or early 
summer—a grand = dreary and solemn 
weirdness beyond a dreamer’s fancy. 

Soon as the br.ef summer declines, this fan- 
tastic and interchanging combination be- 
comes stationary, locked in the terrors of a 
temperature as low as exists on the earth. 
There are mountain masses— 

Whose blocks of sapphire seem to mortal eye 
Hewn from the great blue quarries of the sky, 
With giacial battiements that crowd the spheres, 
The siow creation of unnumbered years— 

High, towering masses, yet without a name, 
They come and go nor long remain the same; 
Uncouth creation, sport of Arctic time, 

Wrought in that solitude, great, grand, sublime. 

Days, as the civilized world knows them, 
are no more, but in their stead are months 
that are divided into long periods of daylight 
and corresponding periods of darkness. or 
three months thesun sinks not below the 
horizon and for ninety dreary days the solar 
orb rises not above it— 

And morning comes, but not in robes of light; 

What should be day, is but a paler aight. 

But this region is the real home of the 
aurora borealis, and yet there is a reason for 
belief that, singularly enough, this beautiful 
and now fairly understood phenomenon is 
not manifest in the immediate vicinity of the 
pole—no more than on the terrid zone, whose 
— seldom, if ever, see it. 

t enigmatical and inaccessible as this 
weird region has proven to man, both the 
islands and the mainland teem with animal 
life, and the feathered forms are found in 
numbers such as the natives of the more cen- 
tral zones never see them. According to 
Wrangell, ** Countless herds of reindeer, elk, 
black bear, foxes, sables, and gray squirrels 
fill the upland forests, while stone foxes and 
wolves roam over the low grounds. Enormous 
flights of swans, geese, and ducks arrive 
in spring and seek deserts where may 
mou. t and build their nestain safety. , 
owls, gulls, and other birds pursue their prey 
along the coasts; ptarmigan run in troop; 
into the bushes, litile snipes are busy alon 
the brooks and morasses, the social crows see 
the neighborhood of men’s habitations, and 
when the sun shines in spring one may even 


hear the cheerful note of the finch, and in 


autumn that of the thrush.’ 

Lieut.-Col. Sabine has noticed a striking re- 
semblance in the topographical configuration 
of the northern coasts of America and Asia, 
the similitude beginnifig at Bering Strait, 
whence a similar coast Iiue is preserved, each 
having also an attendant group of islands, 
between which there is much similarity. 
These are the Parry Islands, pertaini to 
the first-mentioned continent, and the Kee 
Liberian group, belonging to the latter. Even 
as to latitude these islands preserve a resem- 
blance. 

But what of the great intefior of this Polar 

n? Thisis all unknown, An opinion 
may be deduced from a careful inspection of 
a chart of the earth that this ocean bas isl- 
ands, and the fact that fowl are seen to pene- 
trate toward the interior in great numbers is 
explainable on the hypothesis that they there 
find subsistence to invite them. On 
the other hand, they may also fly 
directly across the polar area to  sim- 
ilar parallels on the opposite side, and the 
fact that with the coming of the polar winter 
tney come from the polar district is evidence 
that the subsistence, if there be any, is not so 
abundant as to tempt them to remain. 
Again, only the nocturnal tribes would or 
could endure the long polar night, and even 
if there were polar isiands bearing abundant 
subsistence common instinct and ex nce 
— impel ail the day fowls to leave. 

t does not appear that any of the explorers 
are careful or log:cal readers of signs, The 
pole itself seems to be the pointtoward which 
they focus all their inte.ligence, forgetful that 
the sum and substance of the polar world, as 
elsewhere, must be made up of little things. 
But must this interesting domain be forever 
barred from all human observation 
knowledge? It would not be a fair con- 
clusioa to decide that this polar district will 
ul ways remain a terra incognita, but it is log- 
ical to conclude that there must bea radical 
departure trom ali tormer

sidered im the Light of Recent Per- 
mancesThe Personality of the First | 


Named at All Times Subjugated to the 
Artist- His Genuineness Carries the 
Orchestra with Him<Ysaye Influenced 
br His Audience. 

The present season affords unique oppor- 
tunity of contrasting in succession two emi- 
nen: violinists of the same nationality—César 
Thomson and Eugene Ysaye. César Thom- 
-gon, the first in the order of his coming, is not 

esed, particularly in point of height, of 
those personal attributes likely to appeal to 
an audience. Of medium height, loosely 
built, and quite indifferent in the matter of 
Thomson appears more a 
thoughtful professor of mathematics than a 
musician. His long, dark hair is streaked 
with gray. The pallor of his face is height. 
ened by large, dark eyes, quick in 
expression. His bearing is simple and straight- 
forward. When he first comes before an au- 
dience his chief anxiety seems to center in 
the accord of his violin with that of the 
ra. He is alert, yet self-restrained. 
Even in his most amazing technical exploits, 
be commands recognition first through his 
dignity. Thetrivial and the commonplace 
are never remotely suggested, nor is there re- 
course to trickery in gesture, which, with his 
deftness, would be so readily possible. The 
man is always subjugated to the artist. When 
he attains a climax it is with a force and 
genuineness that carries the orchestra with 
him. If he is more strongly intellectual 
than emotional, he is never-failing in siticer- 
ity, either in ait or resulting impression. In 
tone and technic nothing can dwarf him 
through contrast, There is a brilliant clear- 
ness in his execution that must be acknowl- 
edged unequaled. If there are frequent in- 
stances in which a fuller feeling might readily 
be desired his fidelity to the spirit of the com- 
poser must be the redeeming points. From 
the moment that he comes before an 
audience his intent upon his work 
is all-absorbing. Apparently the presente of 
the public is of no moment to him whatever, 
I: is only when he is through with his per- 
formance that it becomes a factor and an 
important one. His acknowledgment is quick |e 
and his pleasure undisguised at the sound of 
His playing is not of a character 
liable to allow of change in impression upon 
second thought. Its breadth and sincerity 
are too convincing to allow of that. In tem- 
perament he impresses one as Teutonic rather 
than French.. Ther A a German thorough- 
ness about him—a regard of e 
but the main object. In his interpretation 
the classics his reflection of the spirit is ad- 
mirable. In modern works he is successful 
mainly through the brilliancy of his technic 
and the intelligence of his comprehension. 

He ia always nervous, but always self-reli- 
ant. Ina hall smaller than the Auditorium 
he is at. the beginning of a program less satis- 
factory. He appears to be anartist even 

more strongly impressed than is usually the 
case by his surroundi It is not so much 
the response of the audience as those condi- 
tions generally rded as adjuncts that 
seem to hold for him an influence. When he 
played before the Amateur Musical club it 
was not until wellinto his program that he 
seemed to be able to free himseif from sur- 

rounding conditions, Hie audience was en- 
thusiastic and attention concentrated, but 
his mood remained unresponsive, It was

2 rently Eugene Yeaye is an artist influ-

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HE friends of Mr. Herbert Beerbohm 
Tree in England have long been pleased 
to characterize him a ‘ specialist in 
versatility.“ a compliment surely, and 

one broad enough to include a wide range of 
ability unless it be a compliment born of the 
esteem in which he seems to be universally 
regarded as a man and as the director of such 
an important iostituhon in the world of 
amusements as the London Haymarket The- 
ater. 

No actor who has risen to distinction in 
England, perhaps, is as little known in Amer- 
ica as Mr. Tree. The interests of England 
and the United States in matters theatrical 
are not widely separated and are fast becom- 
ing identical. Important dramas written by 
English authors sometimes have their first 
production on this side of the Atlantic Ocean, 
and English companies, if they are not in the 
mejority, surely form a large minority of the 
best organizations which are seea in the the- 
aters of the large cities from year to year.
